school building with 15 government 
agents Monday. 


"But .thorough — that doesn't begin 


to say it. They know more about that 
building than the architect," Warner 
says. 


The story of Ford's visit began to 


unfold last Thursday when Clarence 
Miller, Buffalo Grove High School 
principal, got a phone call asking 
whether he could clear the school 
calendar for Friday night's event. 


Only a choir practice and a church 


supper had to be rescheduled. 


"RIGHT AWAY we ran into the 


problem of where to find band music 
for 'Hail to the Chief,' " Miller says.

The White House asked if the Buffalo 
Grove High School band could play 
the President's anthem in the gymna- 
sium where Ford is scheduled to ap- 
pear. 


Prospect High School's band will 


play in the nearby fieldhouse where 
the overflow audience will be seated 
and where Ford is scheduled to go af- 
ter his initial appearance in the gym. 


Sheet music for 'Hail to the Chief 


"just isn't available everywhere," 
Miller explains. But the school's band 
director finally found the score in a 
Chicago music store, and the band has 
been busy practicing. 


"On Sunday, the White House staff 


called and asked if two advance men 
could meet me at the school," Miller 
continues. "They thought the school 
was adequate, very satisfactory (for 
the presidential visit)." 


On Monday, -the White House ar- 


rived in force; 15 to 20 agents moved 
through the school's wide halls. 


"THEY'RE REAL experts. Each 


man has a job to do. They check out 
their assignments and then huddle to- 
gether with the chief of the team. I 


stood very much in awe of what was 
happening," Miller says. 


Two Secret Service agents explored 


the school all night Tuesday, he says, 
"looking into lockers and checking out 
air vents." 


Agents were back again Wednesday 


morning, and are expected to continue 
their surveillance through Friday 
night. 


At the Buffalo Grove Fire Station, 


Chief Wayne Winter says he expects 
his paramedic teams will be on stand- 
by during the Ford visit, but he had 
not been contacted on Wednesday.

The trustees said they felt the vil- 


lage must purchase 2,000 unsold tick- 
ets for the performance because of a 
commitment made by the Wheeling 
Bicentennial Commission. 


THE 
COMMISSION 
agreed 
to 


sell 3,976 tickets for tonight's Wheel- 
ing Bicentennial Night circus per- 
formance in exchange for a share of 
ticket proceeds. 


Thomas Markus, assistant village 


m a n a g e r , said trustees Tuesday 
agreed in a telephone survey to pur- 
chase the unsold tickets and give 
them away to village residents. The 
village will assume the cost of the 
tickets, he said. 


Trustee John Cole said he felt the 


village should purchase the unsold 
tickets "mainly because people pur- 
porting to represent the village made 
a commitment." 


"I feel the village has an obligation 


to meet this commitment," he said. 


TRUSTEE OTIS L. Hedlund, the 


board liaison to the Bicentennial com- 
mission, said, "The village is going to 
have to eat the tickets anyhow, so we 
should have a full house at the circus. 


"It's a shame to throw away a 


whole batch of tickets. The indications 
are we could possibly be held respon-

Jimmy Carter sees self 
as 'confident underdog'

The Democratic Presidential derby 


swung into Illinois in earnest Wednes- 
day with ex-Georgia Gov. Jimmy Car- 
ter projecting himself as a confident 
underdog in next Tuesday's primary 
election. 


Carter predicted unemployment and 


agriculture would be the big issues 
here, adding he "wants to finish first 
in the prefernce vote," but cautioning 
he could not guarantee a victory. 


Fresh from a victory in the Florida 


primary, Carter joined the man he 
beat in the Sunshine State, Alabama 
Gov. George Wallace, Fred Harris 
and Sargent Shriver on the campaign 
trail in Illinois. 


CARTER TOLD reporters at a news 


conference at O'Hare Airport that 
Wallace was putting on a very formi- 
dable campaign in Illinois. He added 
Wallace planned to spend about 
$200,000 in the state. A Carter aide 
said their campaign would cost about 
$95,000. 


Carter said he "never thought Wall- 


ace had a chance to be on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. He has never been a vi- 
able, possible candidate to ever be 
elected president. 


"He will make a major effort to re- 


deem himself next week. I am not 
running an anti-Wallace campaign, 
and I have no fear of Gov. Wallace," 
Carter said. 


Carter was critical of Democratic 


officials in New York who are block- 
ing his entry into the April 6 primary 
there.

Coughlin is charged with mur- 
dering on a Chicago street Thomas J. Sitkowski, 35, of 9485 Sumac, 
in unincorporated Maine Township He formerly lived in Rolling 
Meadows. Also shot was Daniel H. Wolff, 33, of 3243 Volz Dr., 
Arlington Heights. He was listed in fair and stable condition 
Wednesday recovering frmm a gunshot wound in the face at the 
University of Illinois Hospital. Police said the shooting occurred 
after Coughlin and Sitkowski argued outside a Chicago courtroom 
over Sltkowski's 15-year-old daughter, Tammy, who had been living 
with Coughlin's family while morals and misheatment charges 
against Sitkowski were pending.

Sec. of State Michael Hewlett prom-

Speaking at a luncheon meeting of 


business and professional persons sup- 
porting his candidacy, Howlett also 
said he will form a Coordinating 
Council on Economic Affairs to "de- 
velop a positive partnership with busi- 
ness and industry." 


The luncheon was one ot several 


stops in a campaign swing which took 
Howlett from Chicago to Springfield 
and back Wednesday Billed by organ- 
izers as having 2,500 businessmen in 
attendance, the luncheon was marked 
by last-minute-arrivals of some city 
and county workers who were let m 
free to fill empty tables. 


HOWLETT'S CAMPAIGN rhetoric 


at the luncheon was toned down from 
Tuesday, when he referred to Walker 
as a "bum." 


Instead of repeating that phrase, 


Howlett told his audience, "There is 
only one issue on March 16: My own 
record o£ 16 years as an effective ad- 
ministrator in state office and my op- 
ponent's record of three years as the 
worst administrator the state has ever 
had." 


Howlett also said as governor he 


would work to cut the growth of gov- 
ernment and increase efficiency In 
the past 15 years, he said, the state 
government has grown "twice as fast 
as the federal government and eight 
times as fast as inflation." 


He pledged to eliminate duplication 


of government regulations and to im- 
prove Illinois business climate to 
bring more industry to the state He 
said, "We can avoid a state tax in- 
crease by expanding plants, business- 
es and industries, bringing back more 
jobs and getting Illinois moving 
again " 


OTHER SPEAKERS during the 


luncheon praised Howlett and his run- 
ning mates, State Sen. Cecil Partee, 
D-Cracago, and Michael Bakahs, who 
are running for attorney general and 
comptroller and also appeared at the 
luncheon.

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Kissinger told to select targets, but... 
Vixon ordered wiretaps to trace leaks 


WASHINGTON, (UPI) - Richard 


M. Nixon said in a sworn statement 
released Wednesday that he ordered 
Henry Kissinger to give the FBI the 
names of "loose mouthed" officials 
and newsmen to be wiretapped in a 
1969 security drive. 


Nixon said his first administration 


was so riddled with security leaks 
that he asked FBI Director J. Edgar 
Hoover for advice, and Hoover told 
him "four previous administrations" 
used wiretaps in such crises. 


The long-awaited statement seemed 


to support Kissinger on one major 
point in the wiretap episode now un- 
der court suit: That Nixon and Hoo- 


ver, not Kissinger, decided on wire- 
tapping to trace national security 
leaks. 


In 1974, Kissinger threatened to re- 


sign as secretary of state if he were 
not cleared of accusations he person-,, 
ally initiated the wiretap operation. 


But Nixon also said Kissinger had 


selected the targets of that operation. 


"I told Mr. Hoover we would go for- 


ward with this program," Nixon said. 
"I called Dr. Kissinger in and in- 
dicated to him that he should take the 
responsibility of checking his own 
(National Security Council) staff . . . 
because of the leaks that occurred up 
to that point." 


The phones of 13. government offi- 


cials and four newsmen were tapped 
between 1969 and 1971 in an effort to 
determine who disclosed the secret 
1969 bombing raids on Cambodia to 
The New York Times. The incident is 
now the subject of an illegal wiretap 
lawsuit: 


"It was Dr. Kissinger's responsi- 


bility to furnish to Mr. Hoover the 
names of individuals that he, Dr. Kis- 
singer, felt might have had access to 
information or that , . . might have 
had a tendency to be loose mouthed 
and have acquired the information 
without his knowledge and have put it 
out," Nixon said in a deposition taken 
by lawyers at his San Clemente, Ca- 
lif., home Jan. 15. 


"... I later learned he did furnish 


Mr. Hoover the names of certain indi- 
viduals that he thought might be po- 
tential leakers of this information." 


Kissinger, in sworn Senate testi- 


mony, has said he gave the FBI, on 
Nixon's orders, the names of persons 
who had access to the Cambodian 
bombing information. But he had sug- 
gested he did not specifically know 
the bureau would wiretap these 
people. 


Kissinger has also stated he did not 


select all the wiretap targets and that 
Hoover singled out Halperin and three 
or four others for the list. 


The Nixon deposition was taken by 


attorneys representing former Kissin- 
ger aide Morton Halperin, one of the 
targets of the 21-month wiretap, who 
said he and his co-plaintiffs hope to 
bring their damage suit to court this 
spring with Nixon and Kissinger as 
witnesses. 


In 6% hours of testimony that cov- 


ers more than 150 pages, Nixon said 
he consulted Hoover and former At- 
torney General John Mitchell in April 
1969 — a bombing leak — on what he 
could do to stop security leaks. He 
said there had been 21 leaks in the 
first five months of his adminis- 
tration. 


"Mr. Hoover informed me that this 


had happened in previous adminis- 


trations," Nixon said. "He said that 
there was only one way to deal witlrit 
. . . that in the case of four previous 
administrations, he had had authority 
to wire tap." 


He said Hoover advised him such 


wiretap operations had to be kept 
completely secret for fear of creating 
a sensation and damaging morale 
among public officials. 
' 


He said he then approved the taps. 


When the story of the Cambodian 
bombings appeared a month later, 
Nixon said, he ordered Kissinger "to 
get to the bottom _of it," by telling 
Hoover the names of those who had 
access to the Cambodian raid infor- 
mation.

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Dr. Fort sticks to 'Patty 
was willing robber9 story 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - Dr. Joel 


Fort, the most telling prosecution wit- 
ness so far in the Patricia Hearst 
trial, was excused Wednesday after 
four days on the stand during which 
he stuck to his story that she lied 
about being forced to join a bank rob- 
bery. 


The veteran criminologist stood up 


under an angry pounding by defense 
lawyer F. Lee Bailey who had sought 
for the last two clays to discredit Fort 
and in a last effort produced letters 
written IB years ago by colleagues in 
psychiatry saying he was incompetent 
and hostile. 


Fort was followed to the stand by 


Dr. Harry L, Kozol, director of a cen- 
ter for criminally dangerous sex of- 
fenders at Bridge'.rater, Mass., who 
was expected to holster the govern- 
ment case that Miss Hearst joined her 
SLA kidnapers voluntarily. 


Kofol was on the stand only about 


an hour and he had just begun to get 
into an account of his examination of 
Miss Hearst when trial was recessed 
for I he d;iv. 


U.S. Atty. James L. Browning Jr. 


said Kozol would be his only other 
psychiatric witness and that, after 
calling three more minor witnesses 
briefly, he was prepared to wind up. 
the government case. 


The flamboyant Bailey, hi trying to 


shake up Fort, asked that CIA agents 
be called to give an opinion on wheth- 
er Miss Hearst was the author of the 
recordings and the "Tania diary." 


Fort had said she was. 
Bailey said the CIA had made spe- 


cial studies in the "speech analysis" 
as a means of determining the au- 
thenticity of "espionage messages" 
and said the government should make 
such expertise available. 


Browning scoffed at the idea. 
"An expert tells me there is as 


much likelihood of telling whether Pa- 
tricia Hearst wrote them as telling 
whether Richard Nixon wrote them," 
he said. 


Bailey and Fort clashed repeatedly 


and at one point both were shouting 
as Bailey again raised the point that

Congress' Joint Economic Committee criticized President Ford's 


budget Wednesday and called for higher government spending, 
temporary jobs for a million persons and a voluntary effort to 
reduce inflation to 4 per cent in 1977. The committee's Republicans, 
in a minority report, said the proposed program "requires more of 
the excessive spending and huge deficits which contributed heavily 
to our bout with inflation and recession in the first place." The 
committee's report highlighted basic differences in economic phi- 
losophy between Democrats and Republicans.

A racially mixed jury of eight women and four men Wednesday 


began deliberations in the "Zebra" murder trial of four Black Mus- 
lims accused in the random street slayings of white persons. "We 
have come a long road, but we can afford to be patient," Superior 
Court Judge Joseph Karesh said after a trial that lasted more than 
a year in San Francisco. When-the four were arrested May 1, 1974, 
Mayor Joseph Alioto proclaimed the murders were committed by a 
"Death Angels cult" which he said may be responsible for 73 mur- 
ders in California since 1973.

"Such 
cases are so rare that we were astonished. Supporting cables just 
don't snap."

One said Fort showed resentments 


which brought out resentments in 
patients. 'Another said he was "nega- 
tive and sulky" and that his personal 
problems interfered with his perform- 
ance. One colleague said Fort "ma- 
nipulated people." 


Bailey brought out that at the 


Charles Manson trial several years 
ago Fort had testified for the defense 
that "one of the "girls," Leslie Van 
Houten, had been brainwashed into 
the Sharon Tate murders — roughly 
the same defense being put up for 
Miss Hearst. 


Fort said he had used the word in a' 


general "brainwashed" 
sense and 


that he was not called to prove her 
not guilty but to try to get a sentence 
less than death. 


He said Miss Van Houten, who was 


convicted and is serving a life sen- 
tence, not only was isolated in the 
weird cult but had massive usage of 
LSD and was forced into "sexual 
depravities" of all kinds so that her 
personality changed. 


Miss Hearst, who seemed as ex- 


hausted as everyone else in the court- 
room by the lengthy examination of 
Fort, averted her eyes when Dr. Ko- 
zol took the stand. During the time he 
was talking with her in jail in 
January she abruptly broke up the in-. 
terview claiming he was abusing her 
verbally and suggesting she staged 
her own kidnaping. 


Kozol, speaking of his first conver- 


sation with Miss Hearst, said he 
asked her what kind of a person was 
Donald DeFreeze, the Field Marshal 
General Cinque of the Symbionese 
Liberation Army. 


"He gave orders, he was always 


giving orders, always telling everyone 
what to do," he quoted her as saying. 


GRIM FACED miners at the Scotia Coal Co. in 
Eastern Kentucky were told Wednesday the bodies 
of 
15 miners, killed in a methane gas explosion, 


In Illinois primary Tuesday 


were found. Nine miners were killed in the ex- 
plosion Tuesday, and six apparently suffocated 
from a mixture of heavy smoke and methane.

Carter refused to • compare "New 


York bossism" with the situation in 
Illinois where both Mayor Richard J. 
Daley and Gov. Daniel Walker are 
running delegate slates. 


I don't object to people putting in 


delegate slates that are obligated to 
powerful political people like the may- 
or or the governor as long as the vot- 
ers of Illinois have a right to express 
themselves on who they want to be 
president. If the people of Illinois 
want the mayor of Chicago or the gov- 


ernor to go to the convention and cast 
their votes for president instead of 
voting directly for a presidential can- 
didate then that is their choice. I can't 
even get on the ballot in New York. 


Carter said superb organization and 


excellent volunteer effort were the 
chief factors in his Florida victory. 
He said his campaign organization in 
Illinois is not as good as Florida, but 
it is "adequate." 


CARTER ALSO again labeled Illi- 


nois as his "most important state," 
adding that his showing here will 
greatly add to the momentum of his 
campaign. 


Several other presidential candi- 


dates campaigned in Illinois Wednes- 
day. 


"I've never considered winning in 


Illinois or a moment, said Republican 
Ronald Reagan. The ex-California 
governor vowed to stay in the cam- 
paign until the convention.

Ron Nessen. However, Nessen said 
Ford clearly expects to defeat Reagan 
soundly in Illinois.

Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D-Minnesota. 


"I am not really sure what Jimmy 


Carter stands for on the issues," said 
Sargent Shriver, while campaigning 
in Chicago.

In an exclusive interview 
in the house his father built on a bluff 
overlooking the Neckar River, Speer, 
who spent 20 years in prison for Nazi 
war crimes, recalled the frantic last 
days of the Third Reich when the Al- 
lies had tightened their death grip 
around Berlin.

Township at the time of his death.

ALSO SHOT WAS Daniel H. Wolff, 


3243 Volz Dr., Arlington Heights. He 
was recovering Wednesday from a 
gunshot wound in the face at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois Hospital in Chicago. 
A hospital representative described 
him in fair, stable condition. 


Police said the shooting stemmed 


from a long-standing feud between 
Coughlin and Sitkowski over Sit- 
kowski's 15-year-old daughter.

> Jones' mission was to bring the war 
to Britain — to cut and slash at coast- 
al shipping in an attempt to disrupt 
the war effort and weaken the ene- 
my's will to carry on. 
, Nazi Germany was to try the same 
tafctic with its submarine wolf packs 
fr World War II. 
. On Sept. 23, 1779, laying in wait off 
Ffemborough Head, Jones spotted a 
convoy of 40 British ships carrying 
flflval supplies.

Works as security guard in Chicago 
King Kong alive and doing well 


CICERO, III. (UPI) - King Kong, 


the 'huge gorilla that terrorized New 
York City and actress Fay Wray from 
atop the Empire State Building, now 
lives in this western Chicago suburb 
and works as a security guard. 


Carmen Nigro, 71, is the original 


King Kong, mighty Joe Young and the 
hairy heavy in about 60 different ape 
movies. 


His professional name is Ken Roady 


and he works as a security guard at 
an insurance firm in Chicago to sup- 
plement a pension he gets from the 
Santa Fa Ry. 


NIGRO, WHO IS 5-foot-6 and has 


broad, massive hands and a barrel- 
like chest, competed with two other 
men during the 1930s for the gorilla 
parts in movies. 


Unlike the others, Nigro had his go- 


rilla suit handmade,- using five bear 
skins for the hair and composition 
rubber for the skin. It has a workable 
jaw and mechanical hands, giving it a 
realistic appearance, even now. The 
cost was $3,500 — and that was in 
1927. 
, 


The suit wasn't the only thing that 


got him work, he said. 
, 


"It's not the gorilla suit itself, it's 


how you act. In my earlier years, I 
made a couple of trips to Africa with 
(animal collector) Frank Buck to 
study animal life. 


"GORILLAS ALWAYS walk in a 


slump and use their hands for bal- 
ance. They're always swaying back 
and forth. They don't walk straight 
like humans. The closest I ever got to 
a gorilla was 25 feet. I could never 
say I had the pleasure of shaking 
one's hand. 


"I signed a contract with the studio 


for the picture ('King Kong') in 1933," 
Nigro said. "That's what really did 
me in. We drew up a contract saying 
I was to be paid for the duration of 
the picture. I didn't know about royal- 
ties like they have now. Fay Wray got 
$60 a week and I got $150 a week. The 
picture lasted one year and 10 
months." 


He was paid $7,500 for the movie, 


Nigro said, and the cost of the suit 
left him only $4,000. 


The studio which produced the mov- 


ie would not let him use the name 
"King Kong" later in a gorilla-and- 
girl act Nigro put together, because a 
lot of the scenes in the movie were 
animated and the studio felt he was 
only an extra. 


JUST THE SAME, it really was 


Nigro hanging onto the Empire State 
Building. 


"The Empire State Building was a 


model about 8 feet above the stage," 
Nigro said. "The planes I was catch- 


ing were toy planes that were running 
on gas and attached to a thin wire so 
you couldn't see it. They (cameras) 
made me look a lot bigger than I 
was." 


The scenes showing a closeup of 


Fay Wray in Kong's hand were ani- 
mated. 


"I only saw Fay Wray four times in 


all the times during the picture," 
Nigro said. 


"KING KONG" was not his first go- 


rilla picture. In 1924, he played an ape 
in the silent movie "Son of Tarzan," 
starring Elmo Lincoln. He also was 
the gorilla in "The Unholy Three," 
"Tarzan and His Mate," "Mighty Joe 
Young," "Night of Horror," and "Ape 
Man." 


Nigro was born in Chicago in 1904 


and left 14 years later to work on 
cattle ranches in Utah and Montana. 
He soon became a rodeo performer 
and then a stuntman for Hoot Gibson 
and Tom Mix in silent westerns. He 
made between $50 to $150 a week. 


"The talkies came out in 1936 and 


my voice isn't good in talkies. My pro- 
fession is roping and riding. In those 
days, if you could ride a horse you 
were considered an actor." 


As the gorilla parts diminished in 


movies, Nigro got a joB on the rail- 
road as a cook. He retired in 1970 with 


a pension anA moved to Cicero. 


"IN 1967 a man offered me $75 a 


week to work in a gorilla picture. I 
said 'You've got to be kidding.' I told 
him I would give him my suit and see 
if he could get anyone else to do it for 
$75 a week." 


The suit, which he couldn't use for 


"more than 15 minutes becase it was 
too hot," is a bit worn now. 


But it was so realistic he imperson- 


ated a live regular-sized gorilla in 
Frank Buck's touring "Bring 'em 
Back Alive" show in 1936 when Buck's 
ape froze to death in a railroad box- 
car. 


"He sent me a telegram asking if I 


would come to work for him. His go- 
rilla had died, so I was billed as "The 
Ferocious Gorilla.' I'd come in .and 
ride a bike around and chase some 
people." 


HE SAID THE ACT was dis- 


continued when Buck feared the public 
might find out bis gorilla wasn't real 
and sue him. 


"Robert Ripley once wrote I was 


the only man who could imitate a go- 
rilla whether I had a suit on or not." 


Nigro said he was recently con- 


tacted by an advertising firm wanting 
to use him in a television commercial. 


"I told him I'd think it over," Nigro 


Maid. "I got a little job. I'm happy."

of-the-whoto meeting March 30 at the 
municipal building 255 W. Dundee Rd. 


The ordinance would apply to coin- 


operated amusement machines and 
games of skill only. Vending machines 
and juke boxes are not included. 


The village currently has no ordi-

Help us end corruption, 
Skinner urges officials 
urges

Northwest euburbea officiate ihould 


be ready to help federal investigator* 
in future probes ot official corruption, 
U.S. Atty. Samuel Skinner said 
Wedaeeday. 


"The federal government will con* 


tinue to be Involved in official corrup- 
tion in this area for a long time. You 
can't assume that these problems will 
go away Just because of a few prose- 
cutions," Skinner told members of the 
Northwest Municipal Conference. 


Skinner said federal investigations 


bad resulted in convictions of former 
officials in Wheeling and Hoffman Es- 
tates, both members of the municipal 
conference. 


"There are at least some member 


municipalities here who should be 
wen aware of the U.S. Attorney's Of- 
fice and tome more that may be in 
the future," he said. 


FOLLOWING THE meeting, Skin- 


ner said there was an on-going feder- 
al investigation in Sehaumburg but de- 
clined to give any details. He also de- 
clined to name otter communities that 
may be under federal investigation. 


Skinner said he has been encour- 


aged by community reaction in vil- 
lages where investigations have re- 
sulted in indictments. 


"I thing this is a healthy sign," he 


said. "It shows deep down that there 
is hard-core support for public offi- 
cials to take a vigorous stand against 
corruption." 


He .said conference members should 


be prepared to report corruption to 
the U.S. Attorney's Office. 


"Most of these problems shouldn't 


reach the level of a federal in- 
vestigation. If we get it after the 
fact, I want to nip it in the bud," he 
said. 


SKINNER SAID recently a subur- 


ban official reported an attempted 
bribe to federal investigators the day 
after it was offered. 


"That's the kind of attitude we have 


to foster," he said. 


Skinner also said another area his 


office will be active in investigating 
involves equal employment opportu- 
nities. Skinner's office currently has 
civil rights suits in federal court in- 
volving the Chicago police and fire de- 
partments.

Illinois ttept. of Transportation offi- 


ciate have "declined" an invitation to 
testify before a special Illinois House 
subcommittee looking into the reloca- 
tion of EDOT's offices to Schaumburg 
last year. 


IDOT Sec. Langnorne Bond told 


State Rep. 
Thomas Hanahan, 


D-McHenry, that the department "re- 
spectfully requests that the hearing in 
the relocation of District 1 Division of- 
fice be deferred until the week of 
April 5." 


Bond said the committee has not ex- 


amined the IDOT report on the move 
or a federal report related to the relo- 
cation. 


AN IDOT SPOKESMAN said the de- 


partment was informed of the meet- 
ing last Friday and there has not been 
sufficient time to provide documenta- 
tion for questions raised by the com- 
mittee 


Hanahan said Wednesday the hear- 


ing will proceed as scheduled today at 
10 a m. in the third floor conference 
room of the IDOT building, 1000 Plaza 
Dr, Schaumburg 


"If necessary we will subpoena 


some of these appointed state officials 
to show them that legislators have the 
authority to respond to the needs of 
the citizens," Hanahan said. 


The Herald reported Wednesday 


state legislators have several ques- 
tions regarding the decision to relo- 
cate the offices of about 700 state em- 
ployes from Chicago and Elgin to an 
office building near Woodfield in 
Schaumburg 


THE COMMITTEE also is expected 


to look into the costs of the new build- 
ing and the fact the department is 
spending more than $6,000 per month 
to bus employes from several loca- 
tions to the new offices. 


Several committee members said 


an IDOT decision to pay the moving 
costs for about 25 IDOT employes who 
changed residences after the offices 
were moved will also come under 
scrutiny. 


The Herald disclosed Wednesday 


the state has paid over $13,000 in sep- 
arate amounts ranging up to $1,000 to 
move the personal possessions of em- 
ployes. A spokesman for the depart- 
ment defended the move on the 
grounds that it was an "obligation to 
employes" because of the office relo- 
cation. 


In one case, the state paid more 


than $1,000 to move one secretary 
from one residence in Elgin to anoth- 
er residence in the same city, a dis- 
tance of three miles. 


According to the IDOT policy on 


moves, the state will pay moving ex- 
penses if the employe is moving ei- 
ther 10 miles or 10 minutes closer to 
work.

employes of the Illinois. Off ice of Reg- 
istration and Education, were indicted 
by a federal grand jury Wednesday 
for an alleged extortion scheme in- 
volving state barber and beautician li- 
censes.

of 3105 Marmora, Chicago; Isabel Bel- 
tran, 29, of 833 W. Grand, Chicago; 
Robert F. Cook, 43, of 707 S. Sixth St., 
Champaign; Paul Regano, 44, of 6941 
N. Keeler, Lincolnwood; and Pas- 
quale "Patsy" DiCostanzo, 61, whose 
last known address is in Tinley Park. 


DEL MEDICO, BELTRAN and 


Cook are former members of the 
state's barber committee, which 
works with the state department in 
granting barber and beautician licens- 
es. 


Regano is a license inspector for the 


state department. Skinner said Del 
Medico and Beltran were removed 
from the barber committee in June 
1975 after the investigation began. 
Cook left the board in 1974. 


Skinner said the indictments involve 


13 separate cases of pay-offs. He said, 
"We could have gathered many 
more." 


He said the case was developed 


with the cooperation of Ronald 
SUckler, the head of the state depart- 
ment and candidate for state attorney 
general on a ticket headed by Gov. 
Daniel Walker, and by Walker's Of- 
fice of Special Investigations. 


SKINNER SAID FEDERAL author- 


ities are continuing investigations into 
other state licensing procedures to see 
whether pay-offs have been made In 
other licensed professions. 


He also said the U. S. Attorney's 


office has adopted a preliminary 
screening procedure which will be 
used when candidates running for of- 
fice ask for federal investigations of 
campaign charges. 
. 


He saW such a screening orocess is 


now under way into charges of pos- 
sible wrongdoing involving the move 
of the Illinois Bureau of Employment 
Security to a new office building.

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Cook County to elect 2 high court justices 


A newi analysis 


The governor, lieutenant governor 


and other state officials to be elected 
this year will serve until 1978, but the' 
Judges who will be elected may well 
be determining the direction of Illinois 
justice In 1990. 


That fact, pointed out repeatedly by 


political-observers Involved In the.un- 
precedestedly complex March 18 ju- 
dicial primary, means the bedsheet- 
style ballot which will face voters has 
an Importance not always indicated 
by the amount of attention the races 
generate. 


Cook Courtly voters will elect in No- 


vember two Illinois Supreme Court 
justices, seven judges to the state ap- 
peals court, 34 circuit court judges 
from the entire county and nine cir- 
cuit court judges from the suburbs 
only. 


THE 
MARCH 16 primary will 


nominate the judges from each party 
who will 'inn in November. WWle Re- 
publican voters face relatively simple 
primary ballots except for a contest 
involving the suburban circuit court 
judges, Democrats will face contests 
in almost every race. 


The judicial primary is a new expe- 


rience both for voters and for party 


organizations. Before the adoption of 
the 1970 -Illinois Constitution, party 
conventions selected judicial candi- 
dates for all court levels. 


The'Democratic primary race gen- 


erating the most interest is the four- 
man contest for the two seats on the • 
Supreme Court, a race which pits two 
Democrats loyal to Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley against two highly • 
regarded and outspoken independents. 


In the race, Chicago personal injury 


attorney James A. Dooley is running 
as an independent against Circuit 
Court Judge Joseph A. Power, a long- 
time friend of Daley's. Former Illinois 
Atty. General William G. Clark is the 
independent candidate opposing Ap- 
pellate Court Judge Henry W. Dier- 
inger, a former Harrington Township 
Democratic Committeeman and Daley 
loyalist. 


SO FAR, DOOLEY has been the 


most vocal in the campaign, calling 
press conferences to charge political 
influence is beingjised to assign cases 
in the Cook County courts, and filing 
suit in the Supreme Court to force 
election officials to put the race on 
voting machines instead of paper bal- 
lots. 


Dooley, who went before the regular 


Democratic slatemakers and was re- 
jected In favor of Power, says he is 
running to-ensure the independence1 of 
the Supreme Court from Daley's polit- 
ical clout. Power, who as chief crimi- 
nal court judge has always been con- 
sidered "favorable" to the Daley ad- 
ministration, would be nothing more 
than "Daley's commissar," Dooley 
says. 


In the past, Dooley says, Daley has 


not tried < to put blatantly political 
judges on the Supreme Court, but he 
wants to do it this time because the 
city will need favorable court rulings 
on its use of home rule power granted 
by the 1970 Constitution. 


Dooley says, "I think he (Daley) in- 


tends to have the city council pass 
many laws under home rule that will 
come before the Supreme Court. He is 
going to pass laws that will cost 
people money in new taxes and he 
wants to make sure they are upheld." 


CLARK, WHO GOT along with the 


Daley? organization while serving in 
state office in the 1960's, broke with 
the organization on the issue of Viet- 
nam when he ran against U. S. Sen. 
Everett Dirksen in 1968. He has run a 
much more low-key campaign against 
Dieringer, who is much less well- 


known, even to regular organization 
voters, than Power. 


Cla^k, however, has said he expects'' 


Daley's precinct: organization to falter 
when it attempts to deliver the prima- 
ry votes for gubernatorial1, candidate 
Michael Hewlett, other state candi- 
dates and the judicial candidates. 


"It is important to campaign on the 


issues of reform," Clark says.'"I'm 
running because I believe we need an 
independent judiciary." 


Power and Dieringer have laid low 


during the campaign, except for ap- 
pearances at meetings for precinct 
captains in the Daley organization 
and other regular party functions. 
They did speak publicly, however, 
when the Chicago Council of Lawyers, 
an activist legal group, found them 
both "unqualified" for the high court. 


THE COUNCIL SAID IT would sup- 


port Dooley and Clark in the primary 
because Power is a "political judge" 
and was unlikly to carry out his func- 
tion as a supreme court judge "with 
the proper degree of political indepen- 
dence." 


Dieringer, the council said, is "arro- 


gant, abrasive, opinionated and arbi- 
trary" in addition to being subject to 
political influence. 


Those descriptions of Power and 


Dieringer were coupled by the council 
.with praise for Dooley ("a -very 
tough, aggressive lawyer" who would 
be "politically 'independent") and 
Clark ("faifirdnded and candid person 
of unquestioned integrity)." 


Additional heat was added to the po- 


litical fires last week when the Chi- 
cago Bar Assoc., amid charges of po- 
litical influence, found Clark "unqual- 
ified" for the court while finding Doo- 
ley, Power and Dieringer qualified. 


THE OTHER MAJOR contest on the 


Democratic judicial ballot involves 
the filling of the ISjiew circuit court 
judgeships which will be elected coun- 
tywide. 


The new judgeships were created by 


the Illinois General Assembly, and the 
Daley organization is running a slate 
of 15 candidates for the posts. Thirty- 
f o u r independent candidates, in- 
cluding several mini-slates, are chal- 
lenging the 15 slated candidates. The 
to 15 vote-getters will win. 


There are also five contests for indi- 


vidual vacancies on the county-wide 
circuit court, with one and sometimes 
two independents challenging Daley- 
backed candidates. Other Daley-back- 


ed candidates for the 19 vacancies are 
unopposed. 


The number of contests is expected 


to provide a major challenge for the 
Democratic organization in Chicago, 
which has always prided itself on "de- 
livering the vote." 


The fate of the independent Demo- 


cratic candidates is seen by many ob- 
servers to be a test of whether the 
party organization will manage to 
control the judicial selection as tightly 
under the primary system as it did 
under the old system of using con- 
ventions to select judicial candidates. 


One regular judicial 
candidate, 


speaking to a suburban party gather- 
ing recently, summed that issue up 
concisely. "We've got a tot of people 
running this tune," he said. "If we 
beat 'em good this time, we'll dis- 
courage them and we won't have to 
go through this again."

C i r c u i t Court Judges Helen 


McGillicuddy, Philip Romiti and Ken- 
neth Wilson have been endorsed by 
the Cook County Democratic Party 
and are being opposed by indepen- 
dents. Judge McGillicuddy is running 
against Melvin B. Lewis, who is being 
supported" by Citizens for Better 
Courts, an independent group also 
supporting James Dooley for the state 
Supreme Court. 


Judge McGillicuddy has been on the 


circuit court since 1962 and recently 
has been hearing primarily adoption 
cases. She has been rated unqualified 
for the Appellate Court by the Chi- 


cago Council of Lawyers,. The council 
said, "She is universally regarded as 
warm, humane and conscientious . . . 
However, the council does not believe 
that she has demonstrated the high 
level of knowledge and ability which 
would 
qualify 
her for 
Appellate 


Court." 


LEWIS IS a member of the faculty 


of John Marshall Law School and the 
author of three legal textbooks. He 
served as associate dean of the Na- 
tional College of Criminal Defense at 
the University of Houston last year on 
a temporary appointment. 


The Chicago Council of Lawyers 


rated Lewis qualified, saying, "He is 
very knowledgeable and posseses a 
high degree of legal ability." 


Judge Romiti is running against 


Matthew Beemsterboer of Flossmoor. 
Romiti has been on the Circuit Court 
since 1968 in the criminal division. He 
has been found qualified by the Chi- 
cago Council. Before becoming a 
judge he was dean of the DePaul Uni- 
versity Law School. 


Beemsterboer, a Cook County pu- 


blic defender, did not respond to a 
Herald request for information'on his 
background. He has been found un- 
qualified by the Chicago Council. 


JUDGE. KENNETH Wilson and 


Bernard Kaplan, the other two oppos- 
ing candidates, did not respond'to 
Herald requests for information. Wil- 
son, who has been on the court since 
1968, has been assigned to the divocre 
division since 1972. He was found 
qualified by the Chicago Council.

Democrats: no endorsement 


The battle between Gov. Dan- 


iel Walker and Sec. of State Mi- 
chael J. Hewlett for the Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial nomination 
is the most hotly contested 
primary battle this spring. But 
the choice for voters, frankly, is 
not so hot. 


After seriously reviewing the 


achievements, 
character 
and 


abilities of both men, we find it 
impossible to support 
either 


Walker or Hewlett. To pick one 
as "least undesirable" would 
mislead, rather than guide, our 
readers. 


Gov. Walker says the current 


campaign is not a race between 
himself and perfection. He is 
correct, for even a cursory 
glance at his record shows him 
far short of perfection. 


His administration is not with- 


out achievements. They include 
some well-qualified cabinet-level 
appointments, strengthened eth- 
ics requirements and an af- 
firmative action hiring program. 


However, the Walker adminis- 


tration is flawed by the gover- 
nor's unrelenting clashes with 
his opponents. In a sense he's 


never left the 1972 campaign 
trail, where he won election In 
a n emotion-charged battle 
against Daley Democrats and 
Republicans. 


The governor has turned the 


state's fiscal operation into a po- 
l i t i c a l s h e l l g a m e . 
He has fought constantly and 
unnecessarily with the General 
A s s e m b l y . And, most im- 
portantly, he has failed to ad- 
vance any major state programs 
during his administration. 


We find Hewlett to be a poor 


alternative. Hewlett has served 
the state for 15 years in various 
"housekeeping" roles that re- 
quired no great leadership tal- 
ent. 


The "Mr. Clean" Hewlett im- 


age has acquired considerable 
tarnish, almost since the mo- 
ment he was slated by Chicago 
Mayor Richard J. Daley to run 
against Walker. 


Recent scrutiny of How,lett's 


political and personal life has re- 
vealed he worked as a con- 
sultant for a steel company 
While at the same time serving 
as a full-time public official. He 


also embroiled himself in a con- 
troversy over the use of $100,000 
in campaign funds collected in 
1972. Both controversies reflect 
poor judgment on Hewlett's 
part. 


Controversy aside, 
Howlett 


has offered simplistic and shal- 
low proposals for improving 
state government. He proposes 
to'fund fully the state school aid 
formula, but he offers no real 
program for achieving this end. 
He has been quick to attack 
Walker for mismanagement, but 
he has been unable to tell us how 
he would avoid the same pitfalls. 


Endorsing Howlett would re- 


quire us to ignore the grave eth- 
ical questions raised in this cam- 
paign, as well as the lack of un- 
derstanding Howlett has for the 
serious problems plaguing Illi- 
nois. 


Endorsing Walker, however, 


would require that we ignore his 
demagoguery and his inability 
to seek reasonable compromises 
to solve problems. 


We are forced to "pass" on a 


recommendation in this race. 


Lt. governor 


Democrats: Joanne Alter Republicans: Dave O'Neal 


Joanne Alter is the best can- 


didate running in the Democrat- 
ic primary for lieutenant gover- 
nor. We endorse her nomination. 


Alter would be a more dynam- 


ic lieutenant governor than her 
primary opponent, incumbent 
Lt. Gov. Neil Hartigan. During 
her term on the Metropolitan 
S a n i t a r y District board of 
trustees, Alter has served with 
credit. Her current campaign 
ha* shown she has an under- 
standing of the major problems 
facing Illinois. 


Hartigan has helped develop 


programs benefiting senior citi- 
zens, and he deserves some 
credit for the efforts to establish 
a new airport in Illinois near St. 
Louis. At the same time, Hart- 
igan spends too much time cry- 
ing publicly over his disputes 
with Gov. Daniel Walker. 


Both Walker and Michael 


Howlett have pledged to.work 
with Alter if she is nominated 
and they are elected. We think 
she'll return the favor and be a 
cooperative and a capable pub- 
lic official. 


Voters in northern Illinois are 


seeing a new face in the GOP 
campaign for lieutenant gover- 
nor, and we believe he would be 
a credit to his party and to the 
state if nominated. 


We endorse St. Clair County 


Sheriff Dave O'Neal. An impres- 
sive and well-informed candi- 
date, O'Neal is particularly in- 
terested in the criminal justice 
system, an area he feels needs 
more public attention. He also 
has an informed grasp of the 


other problems facing this state.

Interest rates to stabilize: exec 


Heavy demands for credit and the 


strength of the economic recovery will 
stabilise mortgage loan interest rates, 
predicts Robert Hazen, president of 
the U.S. Savings and Loan League. 


"Mortfafe loan rates which have 


been decU&Uif during the early part 
of 1976 are expected to level off dur- 
ing the second quarter of the year," 
Hazen said. 


"In recent weeks the Federal Re- 


serve had become concerned ever the 
rapid rise in the money supply which 
includes checking account balances 
and currency in circulation," he said. 
"Apparently, the Federal Reserve is 


permitting a rise in short-term inter- 
est rates in order to avoid an ex- 
cessive and inflationary growth in the 
money supply." 


Hazen said he does not expect a 


round of "tight money" in the resi- 
dential mortgage market. Net new 
savings at savings associations in 
January totaled approximately $5.3 
billion, a record net in-savings gain.

Suburbs found 
to have greatest 
economic clout 


The suburbs control an increasing 


share of the nation's buying power, 
according to a report issued Tuesday, 
by The Conference Board, New York. 


Fabian Linden, director of con- 


sumer research'for the business or- 
ganization, said suburban families 
earn 20 per cent more money than 
city families and hold 60 per cent of 
all personal income flowing to metro- 
politan areas. 


Suburbia's economic clout reflects a 


continued exodus from U.S. cities to 
the outlying areas, Linden said. Dur- 
ing the 1960s, population in central 
U.S. cities rose by 0.5 per cent a year, 
as population increased 2.4 per cent a 
year in the suburbs. The trend has 
intensified during the last five years. 
Central city populations shrink 5 per 
cent annually compared to 2 per cent 
annual suburban gains. 


"WE ARE IN the process of an ex- 


tensive regrouping of population, a 
movement of a magnitude that dwarfs 
other major migrations in our his- 
tory— the trek to the West in the mid- 
19th century and the great flood of im- 
migrants a half century later," Lind- 
en said. 


"Migration from town to suburbs is 


a highly selective process, one which 
is making for extensive social and 
economic, segregation. The average 
family that goes suburban tends to be 
younger, has a higher level of educa- 
tional achievement and is much better 
off financially than the one that re- 
mains in town. 


''All of this has had, and will contin- 


ue to have, far-reaching consequences 
— in our political choices, in the way 
we finance community needs, in the 
way we travel, in the goods we buy <- 
in short, in the way we live,",Linden 
said. , 


MORE THAN two-thirds of all met- 


ropolitan area families earning more 
than $25,000 a year live in the sub- 
urbs, lie said. Approximately 45 per 
cent of suburban families make more 
than $15,000 a year, compared to 33 
per cent in U.S. Cities. 


The earnings gap is expanding. Be- 


tween 1970 and 1974, the number of 
$15,000-and-up families increased by 
some 2,2 million. Only 400,000 of the

Staudt said. Displays, educational ma- 
terials and assistance by store person- 
nel should make the job of choosing 
materials a little easier. 


Another boon for the home remodel- 


ing enthusiast is the do-it-yourself 
clinic sponsored by retailers. Home- 
owners can bone up on anything from 
roofing to .advanced kitchen remodel- 
ing, lawn and gardening care at free 
clinics sponsored by the Forest, City 
Material Co. center, Mount Prospect. 
Contractors and other professionals 
teach the basics of home improve- 
ments, said Roger Thomas, store 
manager. 


"Twenty five to 30 per cent of the 


people who go to one session go to all 
of them," Thomas said. Kitchen and 
bath remodeling are the most popular 
topics, followed closely by family 
room projects. 


SELECTION OF materials and an 


understanding of the basic fix-up 
skills are important, Thomas said. Al- 
though the store personnel will help 
an amateur with plans and a list of 
materials, the homeowner is respon- 
sible for checking the local building 
codes.

New products are designed with the 


do-it-yourselfer in mind; said Richard; 


Pelc, manager of the Hill-Behan Lum- 
ber Co. store in Arlington Heights. In- 
sulation and kitchen faucets, for ex-

Although prices for lumber and oth- 


er materials have increased, the 
homeowners can save money by tack- 
ling home improvement projects, Pelc 
said. "And it can be fun," he said. "I 
think it's fun.

' The business expansion that began 
in the spring of 1975 retained suf- 
ficient momentum in early 1976 to dis- 
pel earlier-expressed fears that the 
recovery might abort. The turnaround 
that brought gains in virtually all sec- 
tors of the economy is described in 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Chi- 
cago's annual, expanded review and 
outlook issue of its publication "Busi- 
ness Conditions." 


Aided by major tax reductions, 


larger government transfer -payments 
to individuals, and a stimulative mon- 
etary policy the U. S. economy shook 
off the forces of decline last year and 
began a new expansionary phase. In 
1975 bountiful harvests replaced the 
poor yields of 1974, a large foreign 
trade deficit was turned into a record 
surplus, and businesses, financial- in- 
stitutions, and individuals improved 
eroded liquidity positions. In early 
1976 funds were increasingly available 
to most classes of borrowers at gener- 
ally lower interest rates. 


Although confidence has strength- 


ened after three quarters of real 
growth, doubts'are still expressed 
concerning the durability of the ex- 
pansion. Vigorous debate surrounds 
fiscal and monetary policies proposed 
to promote growth while avoiding a 
rekindling of inflation.

dustry, and labor agree that the na- 
tion cannot afford a new recession 
with the wounds of the recent decline 
still unhealed.

1918 vintage 
Dentist office offerspast glance 


Dr. Barry Janov and Dr. Herbert 


Weinfield provide a return to the past 
in the decor of their dental offices at 
. 2434 W. Dempster, Des Plaines. 


The dentists are cousins and have 


shared offices for 14 years. They also 
maintain offices on Chicago's West 
side. 


When the dentists decided to open 


their new location in Des Plaines they 
devoted one room in their office suite 
to equipment used during the -days 
their fathers started 
in dentistry: 


"Little did we realize , how long it 
would take us to completely furnish 
the office," said Dr. Janov: 


The two began furnishing their old 


dental office with the 1918 and 1919 
diplomas that hung in their fathers', 
office. They also found the first dental 
cabinet, dated 1919, used by their fa- 
thers. In order .to get other pieces of* 
equipment, which included X-ray ma- 
chine, chair, sterilizer, dental unit 
and, above all, instruments, the doc- 
tors had to write friends, scrounge 


through family attics, and visit an- 
tique shops. 


The doctors' patients, also became 


sources of hard-to-get equipment.' 
"Many of our patients had dentists in 
the family and they offered odds and 
ends that were impossible to find else- 
where," said Dr. Weinfield. "In this 
respect, our office will never be 100 
per cent completed because we are 
adding items all of the time," he 
added. 


When the doctors' Des Plaines of- 


fice opened on June 26, 1975, their an- 
tique dental office was not completed. 
"We had most of the equipment ex- 
cept an X-ray machine and some in- 
struments," said Dr. Janov. "Finally, 
we came across a pink X-ray ma- 
chine. This seemed strange because 
cabinets in those early days were 
mostly done in fine woods." 


The two could not understand the 


pink coloring until a knife was used 
on a section of the cabinet. After labo- 
ring for many hours, Dr. Janov 


stripped .the paint off the cabinet and 
found it wood. "It seems that the ma- 
chine, which we found being used in a 
small rural community in Missouri, 
had been painted pink to match the 
decor of the dentist's office," said Dr. 
Weinfield. 


Two items that the doctors haven't 


found are wallpaper and a cluster 
light that hangs over the dental chair. 
"We have been looking for wallpaper 
of the era that might have been stored 
in someone's attic. So far, we have 
,run into a brick wall. The same appli- 
es to the cluster light," said Dr. Ja- 
nov.

Center, Dent. 88, Pueblo, Colorado 81009. 


Here's some of the safety advice: 
• When you first return to the house, immediately 


turn off the gas at the meter or tank. Open doors and 
windows to remove escaped gas or other bad odors. 


• Don't turn on the lights until an electrician has 


checked the wiring. If the electrical system is dam- 
aged, a short circuit could cause a fire. 
' 


• Have a competent technician examine pump 


motors; refrigerators, freezers, ranges, washing ma- 
chines and other household equipment and appli- 
ances. They may be ruined if they are hot clean, dry 
and freerunning before they are put into use again. 


Make sure to boil water to disinfect it before you 


drink it. A 10-minute boil will kill any disease-caus- 
ing bacteria present.

Heritage Manor owners expect to 


complete phase one of it? building 
program just north of Dundee Road 
near 111. Rte. 53 in Palatine Township 
by the end of this year, said David 
Berger, general manager. 


"That means 226 condominium units 


will have been sold on the 40-acre site 
by the end of 1976," he said. "Then 
sometime this fall we plan to start 
phase two, which calls for another 224 
units on an adjacent site, and we look 
for this to take us about two years." 
Thus, when the development is fin- 
ished, there will be a total of 450 
units, Berger said. 


He said he thinks the figures show 


progress for Heritage Development 
Corp., which took over the project in 
early 1975 from a financially troubled 
out-of-town developer. At that time, 49 
units were occupied, but construction 
had halted and prospects appeared 
dim for early resumption of the am- 
bitious project. 


However, Heritage Development 


took over and began operations under 
.a new team headed by Berger and 
Robert Topping, a seasoned construc- 
tion superintendent. They completed 
the few unfinished units and started : 
new ones. By the end of 1975, 45 units 
had been sold, which - added to the 
previously occupied 49 units — came 
to a total of 94 units that had been 
purchased at Heritage Manor. 


"We averaged selling six units a 


month since we held our open house1 
last spring," Berger said, "and it's 
because of this initial success that we 
have made such glowing predictions 
for this year." 


"We were helped by the income tax 


credit," he noted, "but that of course 
has ended: However, the apartment 
situation is particularly tight in the 
Chicago, market, and many people 
who might ordinarily look for rental 
housing are finding that they can-pur- 
chase a Manor home almost as .easily. 
as they can rent an apartment."

If you think statistical models exist 


only in the minds of statisticians, then, 
>ou've got another thought coming. 
For instance, you might think it un- 
likely that there actually is any group 
that Is typically American in terms of 
the distribution of ages, sexes, occu- 
pations, and so on. You certainly 
wouldn't find such a group on the job, 
on a college campus, or even a favor- 
ite watering hole on a Friday night. 


But there Is such a place practically 


under your nose. There may not be 
one on every block, but nearly. The 
place, believe it or not, is a large 
apartment building. Like the tiny cell 
that is a miniature building block of 
the human body, there Is some evi- 
dence that a large apartment building 
can be a miniature of our society. 


That seems to be the case at Coun- 


try Lane Apartments at 1460 Fairlane 
Dr., Schaumburg. For the fun or it, 
Betty Jo Elliott of Baird & Warner 
Inc., resident manager, drew up a 
profile of residents to see how it 
might compare to the population as a 
whole. 


She said based on the adult popu- 


lation of the building, Country Lane 
seems to be an "all-American" place. 


There are two major deviations 


from an otherwise almost mirror-im- 
age of U S. population characteristics. 
One is that there is a much higher 
proportion of unmarried men in the 
building (including bachelors, di- 
vorced men and widowers) than is 
typical for the general population. 


"This probably is not a true dis-

tortion since it is typical that-a higher 
proportion of single men would be

(Age data for Country 
Lane is for the head of household 
which, in the case of married couples, 
would not include the wife's age.) 


"I don't consider this unusual, ei- 


ther," Ms. Elliott said. "This is con- 
sidered to be the primary age for pur- 
chasing a home and we've all heard 
that fewer and fewer people in this 
age group can afford to buy homes 
today. It doesn't surprise me that 
more and more of them are renting a 
new apartment instead, maybe with 
the hope of eventually buying a 
home."

"Before we set a battle of the sexes 


at Country Lane on this delicate issue, 
I hasten to repeat that we do not have 
age data for wives. Since we have a 
large number of young marrieds in 
the complex I'm sure the median 
would be much closer to the 25 we 
show for the men than to the 29 we 
are reporting for the unmarried wom- 
en only," Ms. Elliott said.

A national pattern of declining 


births is apparent at Country Lane, 
where/ 83 per cent- of the residences 
are childless. Of the remaining 17 per 
cent; the average -number of children 
per Household is 1.3. But the average 
for the entire building plummets to .23 
children per apartment. 


Americans' penchant for a touch of 


luxury is evident. About 55 per cent of 
the unmarried residents are renting 
two-bedroom apartments. Excluding 
several divorcees and widows with 
children at home, the percentage is a 
substantial 40 per cent paying for 
more space than they actually need. 


"This indicates that a lot of people 


are willing and able to spend a bit 
more to have a den, home office, or 
guest room," Ms/EUiott said. 


Occupations are diverse. About 25 


per cent of the total are in profes- 
sional, managerial, administrative 
and technical positions; about 10 per 
cent each sales and clerical; about 12 
per cent craftsmen and mechanics; 
and a scattering of people in business, 
service occupations, construction 
trades and such varied jobs as cook, 
waitress, printer, letter carrier and so 
on. 


"All in all, our residents seem to 


reflect not just the makeup of our 
population but some of the ways we 
are changing. For instance, one trend 
we see is that people are waiting long- 
er to get married yet preferring to 
live on their own, away from home, 
until they do," Ms. Elliott said. 


"We see fewer children and smaller 


families. Only 17 per cent of our resi- 
dents have children; 66 per cent of 
those have one child, the rest have 
two. 


"Finally, we see that, like young 


people leaving parents, the elderly 
are rejecting the idea of moving in 
with married children in favor of 
their own home and independence," 
Ms. Elliott said.

IS THERE SUCH A THING AS A 
SNOW FLEA? 


In the world of insects, there are 


good guys and bad guys. One of the 
fellows on the bad-guy list is surely 
the flea. He is a pesky mite that bops 
from place to place on animals' bod- 
ies, leaving a trail of itches behind 
Mm. Being a smallish, dark-colored 
Jumping insect, he often is confused 
with other smallish, dark-coloied jum- 
ping insects. And the poor snow flea, 
who is not really a flea at all, winds 
up with a bad reputation as an itchy 
pest. 


Being a large insect has both ad- 


vantages and disadvantages. Natural- 
ly, the larger you are, the easier you 
are to see and the better target you 
make for a hungry predator. But at 
least the larger insects are more eas- 
ily identified, and people know them 
for what they are — butterfly, beetle 
or darting dragonfly. 


The snow flea, alias the springtail, 


Is one of our smallest insects. Since 
he appears to hop around a lot be of- 
ten is mistaken for a flea. Under a

low-power microscope, however, it is 
easy to tell the difference between the 
two, The flea accomplishes his high- 


,- jumping feats by means of his long 


muscular legs. The springtail uses a 
built-in spring in his tail. 


His tail, is a unique structure, for 


instead of being long and flowing, like 
that of a horse'or a dog, it is some- 
what short. The springtail carries it 
tucked up underneath his body, and it 
is held there by a small, clasplike 
structure. When the springtail is 
ready to display his brand of aerial 
acrobatics, he quickly straightens out 
his tail. This causes the tail to snap 
out of the clasp, and push down 
against the ground. Instantly, up he 
goes. You can, hear a snap like the 
one he makes if you put one fingernail 
under another and snap it out quickly. 


The springtail belongs to the order 


of insects called Collembola. This is a 
large group of wingless insects, and 
five of them placed tail to nose would 
be about one inch long. They live 
mostly on dead and decaying plant 
life and are not considered a pest to 
m a n . S p r i n g t a i l s a r e common 
throughout the world and live in many 
kinds of habitats. Sometimes they 


gather in great numbers on. the sur- 
face of snow.'-For this reason, they 
are frequently called'snow fleas. 
.• 


Springtails are common insects, but 


their tiny size makes them difficult to 
see. Like many other mini-insects, 
they are born, live their lives abd-die, 
unnoticed. To catch a glimpse of one, 
venture out into your back yard in 
early spring. You need only a good 
magnifying glass and a little patience 
to discover a new world awaiting -you, 
and possibly even a springtail.

Roberta Walker finds privacy 
lacking for governor's wife

The gov- 
ernor's wife tries to answer cor- 
respondence immediately and 
reads five newspapers daily.

Three years ago Roberta Walker was uprooted from her quiet 


home life in Deerfield to assume the role of First Lady of Illinois. 


Today, she is out on the campaign trail helping her husband in 


Ms bid for another two years as governor of Illinois. 


The move from the wealthy north shore community of Deerfield 


to the spotlight in Springfield has opened up a whole new life for 
the quiet and very private wife of the governor. 


"It certainly is a challenge," Mrs. Walker says of her new role. 


"It has been quite a change in life style. I was busy before, but I 
just feel I am busier now." 


The lack of privacy has been the most difficult adjustment 


for Mrs. Walker, who readily admits she is more 'geared to the 
home than the campaign trail. 


"You try to live a normal life and go about things as you normal- 


ly do, but it seems all of a sudden you have everyone watching 
what you are doing," she said. "There are no secrets. But, I don't 
know if there ever were. With a family as large as ours everyone 
knows what everyone else is doing and if you don't, you soon 
learn." 


The woman 
behind the man 


ONLY TWO OF the Walkers' seven children live in the Executive 


Mansion, but Mrs. Walker is proud of the adjustment the entire 
family has made to the notoriety of having their father governor. 


"It's imperative that you give youngsters as normal a homelife 


as possible," she says. She tries to help the family's adjustment to 
having their father be governor by "encouraging them to think of it 
as just another job." 


This year most of the family will be taking some role in the 


governor's'reelection bid whether it be behind the scenes mapping 
out campaign strategy or actually campaigning. 


During the past three years Mrs. Walker has frequently accom- 


panied her husband on speaking engagements throughout the state, 
but as the March 17 Democratic primary approaches, they are 
going their different ways. 
, 


"During the really heavy campaigning I usually go in my own 


direction. He travels at such a faster and much greater pace 
than I do. I quite frankly travel at a little slower pace than he does. 


"I like to get out and talk with people myself. It gives me a 


personal feel for what people are thinking and also gives me a 
better and greater depth feeling of what his job is," she said. 


WHILE BETTY FORD is making headlines- with her outspoken 


statements and public differences with the President, Mrs. Walker 
prefers to stay in the background and leave the controversial issues 
to the Governor. 


Mrs. Walker has never publically differed with her husband and 


while she says there are private differences, she is hard pressed to 
name one. 


"I am such a different person than he is. He is very much dealing 


with the problem right then. I kind of ponder. I come to the same 
conclusions many times, but it takes me longer," she says. 


Yet, Mrs. Walker supports Betty Ford and her right to speak out 


on issues. 


"I think it's healthy and it's good. This is the way she is as an 


individual and this is the way she comes across. We are all individ- 
uals and she is holding her own. I am a different kind of person." 


She tells of interviewing for a secretary when she first went to 


Springfield. At the end of the interview she said, "Please do consid- 
er this seriously. I really don't think you would be that busy." The 
two are still laughing about their simple naivety. In addition to 
caring for her family and overseeing a staff of 15 at the Executive 
Mansion, Mrs. Walker tries to answer all her correspondence and 
read at least five newspapers a day so she can keep on top of the 
issues. 


THE BAD PUBLICITY and criticism of the Governor in the 


media is something that one never likes or quite adjusts to but 
learns to live with after time, she feels. 


"When someone is very close to you who you know is doing their 


very very utmost to do a good job, you don't like it, but you learn to ' 
cope with it. You understand that this is a part or seems to be a 
part of public life," she said. 


Running the Executive Mansion and entertaining have been the 


more challenging aspects of the past three years. Mrs. Walker in 
March 1973 opened the Executive Mansion to public tours on Tues- 
day and Thursday. This required training volunteers about the his- 
tory of the 22-room mansion built back in 1855. 


"The tours have been quite successful. People enjoy seeing a 


home that has a lot of history," she said. 


Mrs. Walker has also taken a personal role in the remodeling of 


the mansion. While she personally favors "usable antiques," she 
has made a point of learning as much as she can about English 
Regency furnishings because this is the type of furniture used in all 
public rooms to blend with the Greek Revival interior. The Illinois 
Executive Mansion Assn. oversees all the decorating which is paid 
for through private donations. 


MRS. WALKER LOOKS forward to another two years in the 


Executive Mansion but is quite content to be the governor's wife 
and has no political aspirations of her own. 


"I don't envision myself-actually running for office, but I encour- 


age other women to." She adds that she wouldn't be surprised if a 
couple of her daughters seek public office in the future and she 
would give them all the support she could. 


As for Dan Walker running for President, Mrs. Walker laughs 


and says, "I am too busy in Springfield to even think about that." 


Students learn therapy first-hand

College students are learning first- 


hand at Northwest Community Hospi- 
tal what it is like to work with 
patients needing physical therapy. 


They are taking part in a six-weeks 


training program at the hospital, de- 
veloped and directed by Thomas 
Bush, director of physical therapy. 
Since the program was first set up in 
1974 by Bush, who holds a bachelor's 
in chemistry and biology from Loras 
College, Dubuque, Iowa, and a certifi- 
cate in physical therapy from Ohio 
State University, there have been 10 
students from the University of Iowa, 
two from Ohio State and three from 
Chicago Medical School. 


This spring three students from 


Miami International University will 
be receiving clinical experience, per- 
forming and applying on the job what 
they have studied in school. 


"IT'S VERY gratifying to work with 


patients, to observe first-hand what I 
have learned in books," said Mary 
Anne Fulton, University of Iowa in- 
tern who recently participated in the 
program. 


"Northwest is a good acute medical- 


surgical facility." 


Supervised by the professional staff, 


students like Miss Fulton take part In 
what goes on daily at the hospital. "It 
gives them a chance to learn where 
their aptitudes and interests are, and 
the professionals an opportunity to 
look at prospective therapists," said 
Bush. 


But many more such skilled profes- 


sionals are needed in metropolitan Il- 
linois and , throughout Illinois, he 
added. 


When be first set up Northwest's de- 


partment in 1972, Bush, with two 
aides, worked with 15-20 patients a 
day, he recalled. Now five full-time 
physical therapists, five full-time as- 
sistant therapists, three or four part- 
timers who work weekends and a sec- 
retary provide care for!35-140 patients 
dally, seven days a week. Of these, 90 
per cent are in-patients, half of whom 
have had orthopedic surgery, said 
Bush. 


"WE SPECIALIZE in total hips and 


total knew at Northweit. That mean* 
total rewMtruction of Up and knee 
joint*. These are replaced by plastic 


and metal prosthesis," he explained. 


The other half are acute medical 


care patients with neurological, respi- 
ratory, some psychiatric disorders 
and burn victims. College interns get 
experience helping a wide variety of 
patients with different treatments. 


Hydrotherapy, for instance, is espe- 


cially beneficial for treatment of 
burns. Water cleanses, increases and 
stimulates circulation for healing, and 
eases exercises that strengthen mus- 
cles and stretch joints, explained 
Bush. 


Interns like Miss Fulton spend three 


to four hours daily In burn therapy. 
With Bush's guidance, the therapist 
helps the patient to exercise and in 
other therapy to heal his burns. She 
scrubs off bacterial ointment, debr- 
ides (removes dead tissue), reapplies 
ointment, or if treatment indicates, 
s a l i n e wraps, according to the 
patient's needs. Bush checks and al- 
ters treatment as needed. 


WORKING IN burn therapy is not 


easy for either patient or therapist. 
"Therapy is painful and hard' on 
patients at the time. But they always 
come back to thank us," Bush said, 
smiling. 


A pleasing personality, good • in-., 


tellectual background, stable charac- 
ter and the ability to cope with and to 
understand people are important qual- 
ifications for potential therapists, ad- 
vises Bush, who has worked.exten- 
sively in his career field. 


Mary Anne Fulton meets those stan- 


dards, he said. She earned a bach- 
elor's in art and religious studies, 
then traveled to southern India to 
study anthropology. While in India she' 
worked in a free clinic- for' children, 
and decided to go into a medically re- 
lated field. 


Mary Anne enrolled in ore-physical 


therapy courses at the.University of 
Iowa, and chose Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital for the first of three clhi- 
lcal experiences.

Red cells destroyed 
in hemolytic anemia 


What can you ten me about hemolytic anemia? Whit causes It 


and what are the cures? What harm does hemolytic anemia do to 
the body and what do you know about the life expectancy of on* 
who has anemia If nothing is done? The doctor recommends remov- 
al of the spleen although an exploratory operation showed the 
spleen, lymph nodes and all organs to be normal. No cancer was 
found. Right now I am taking medicines dally. I am sure the doctor 
is convinced that the spleen must be removed. 


Hemolytic anemia covers an enormous number of disorders. The 


term means an anemia resulting from destruction of red blood 
cells, The cells can be destroyed from a reaction to a drug or 
because of abnormalities in the red blood cells or a variety of 
complex biochemical mechanisms that result in chemical actions 
that destroy them. It is not enough just to say that a person has a 
hemolytic anemia. 


In all hemolytic anemias the life span of the red blood cells is 


decreased. Normally red blood cells live 120 days. As they are 
destroyed, new ones are produced maintaining a constant balance 
of an adequate number. If red cell destruction is increased, the 
bone marrow increases its production of cells to prevent an anemia. 


With the Increased destruction of red blood cells there is a re- 


lease of excess pigment from hemoglobin in the red cells used to 
carry oxygen and carbon dioxide. The excess pigment is eliminated 
by the liver. When this mechanism fails, the pigment produces a 
mild yellow jaundice. This is sometimes called hemolytic jaundice. 


The excess formation of pigment which must be processed by the 


liver may lead to mild or even severe liver disease. Gallstones 
from bile pigments may also form. 


THE SYMPTOMS of hemolytic anemia are usually those related 


to the anemia itself; weakness, pallor or mild jaundice. The impor- 
tant information necessary for diaposls comes from laboratory 
work, specifically examination of the red blood cells themselves, 
what their tendency is to fragment and how many immature young 
forms of red cells are present in the blood. Liver functions also tell 
how the liver is coping with the problem.

Removal of the spleen is sometimes done as a form of treatment. 


Prior to making this decision, studies of how long the red cells last 
and how many of them are being destroyed within the spleen is 
sometimes done using radio isotope techniques. In many cases re- 
moval of the spleen will help to relieve symptoms even when the 
tests did not show that the spleen was a major factor. 


I can't give you any solid answers on what to expect if you don't 


have a splenectomy. I can say that the management of most forms 
of hemolytic anemia today Is rather good. You may have some 
inconveniences, but if you follow your doctor's advice and are kept 
under good medical supervision, the probabilities are that you can 
lead a fairly normal and productive life,

It's 
good to report now that an innovative manufacturer has come up 
with an improvement: a two-headed snag-fixer, with a hook at one 
end for the fine and regular knits and a larger one at the other end 
to repair suits, bedspreads, blankets and such. Keep an eye out for 
it at supermarkets, notions counters and other such retail stores. It 
looks like the answer to most knit-snagging problems.

With the coming of spring and 


"moving time" many persons may be 
seeking different housing accom- 
modations. For apartment hunters, 
following Is a list of guidelines sug- 
gested by the Illinois Attorney Gener- 
al's office. 


Beware of "apartment finders" who 


don't have real estate brokers' licens- 
es, or who charge fees. 


Compile a list of apartments that 


may meet your needs, and inspect 
several. Find out whether you must 
make an appointment. 


Note the building's exterior and in- 


terior. Do they look clean and well 
maintained? 


Is the apartment you are shown the 


one you would be living in, or one 
"similar?" Don't rent an apartment 
sight-unseen. 


What is the security system? -Are 


the apartment locks adequate? What 
about lobby security? Is there 24-hour 
doorman service? A buzzer system 
that works? A two-way intercom? 


IN THE APARTMENT itself, check 


the heating and air conditioning sys- 
tems, appliances, bathroom facilities, 
drains, disposal, dishwasher. Do they 
all work? Who is responsible for re- 
pairs?'How fast? Who pays for heat, 
air conditioning, dishwasher? 


Are there enough electrical outlets 


and lights? Phone jacks? Will wiring 
handle an air conditioning unit (if not 
provided).

If you caught Tom Snyder's "To- 


morrow" show on TV' some weeks 
ago, 
maybe you saw the guest who 


brought tapes of plants "talking." 


Apparently the man attached wires 


to foliage and picked up the sounds 
that plants make. He tuned in, synthe- 
sized and amplified the noises with so- 
phisticated electronic equipment that 
could pick up plants' high frequency 
•missions. Me played the tapes and 


also demonstrated the technique with 
plants he brought to the studio. 


After listening to the plant noises, 


I'm relieved that people are on a dif- 
ferent sound frequency from plants, 
because if we had to listen to those 
bizarre sounds all day, we'd either 
dump all our plants or go bananas!

dience are priceless! I don't know if 
the plant sound tape is for real, but it 
surely snaps my audience to atten- 
tion!

If looking for a bit o' green 


to dress up a Saint Patrick's 
Day meal next week, here's a 
trio of pies to consider.

milk also gives a soft 
pudding. 


• Diluted evaporated milk 


should not be used for 
instant puddings. 


• Instant puddings may be 


used as an ingredient in cake 
frosting and filling, in ice 
cream, ice cream sauces, 
candies and cookies.

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Herald food 
price survey 


Beef is plentiful this month, according to the U.S. Dept of 


Agriculture. Production is 8 to 10 per cent above last year and 
15 per cent more than the 1973-75 March average. The USDA 
reports that fed beef output accounts for most of the larger 
supplies, meaning better retail prices for the more expensive 
cuts of beef, compared with cheaper ones. 


In a price survey Tuesday morning, the Herald found the 


USDA prediction generally held true, with slight drops noted in 
the price of ground beef and more significant drops Men en 
some steaks. However, prices Tuesday are not always the tame 
ones quoted later in the week, since each store has its own 
schedule for in-house sales and mark-ups. • 


Fresh apples are still in plentiful supply with December cold 


storage stocks 16 per cent greater than last year. Fresh pears 
(mainly D'Anjous) and fresh citrus fruits and juices are also in 
abundant supply this month, according to the USDA. 


Butter prices continued to decline through last month, ac- 


cording to the Herald survey, One brand is now nearly 30 cents 
less than it was several months ago. This is attributed by the 
USDA to increased production. 


Dry onions are in light supply now but will probably increase 


late this month as a new Texas shipment comes into the 
market 


At Dominick's, round steak was 50 cents a pound less than 


last month's quotation and chicken fryers were down 20 cents 
a pound. Fluid milk was only 5 cents less than a month ago and 
was the highest quotation of the five stores surveyed. A dozen 
grade A eggs also were higher than the last surveyed price, but 
were offset by a decrease in a pound of butter. 


Both ground beef and round steak were nearly 20 cents less 


than last month's prices at Eagle Also, nearly all items sur- 
veyed in the dairy and egg sections showed price decreases. 
Other foods throughout the remainder of the store remained 
generally stable. 


At The Treasury fluid milk was selling for only 99 cents a 


gallon because the store was able to buy its supply for a lower 
than normal price A dozen eggs was 14 cents under February's 
quotation and beef prices also dropped from last month. 


Ground beef at Kohl's was 10 cents a pound less than the 


last survey quotation Chicken fryers were also cheaper and a 
special sale made grade A large eggs a good buy at 57 cents a 
dozen Other prices throughout the store remained relatively 
stable 


At the Budget Food Store a pound of ground beef was 


slightly above the February reading, but round steak, chicken 
and pork chops were a little lower per pound Processed fruits 
and vegetables showed slight decreases, and generally were the 
best buys of the five stores surveyed. The remainder of the 
surveyed items held stable with the last readings.

Meat not just to eat 


by GAYNOR MADDOX 


How big is a cow? To measure the 


value of beef, as well as hogs and 
sheep, you must calculate the value 
other than in meat. The by-products 
of these animals play a vital role in 
the general condition of man. 


Many homemakers and users of 


meat think of bones, fat and sinews as 
garbage. Not so Nothing need be 
wasted. The by-products of our 
slaughtered cattle population, pro- 
vides us with such necessities as 
drugs. 


Here Is a partial list of some useful 


by-products from beef, sheep and 


Forecast fishy price decrease 


INSULIN — used In treatment of 


diabetes. 


Bone material and purified bone 


meal — used in plastic surgery. 


Liver — used In treating per- 


nicious anemia. 


Lung — tissue is used to provide 


heparin, the anti-coagulant drug. 


Ovaries provide estrogen, used in 


treating medical problems of the fe- 
male reproductive organs. 


Pancreas — used for the control of 


diabetes. 


CHYMOTBYPSIN-proteolytic 
en- 


zyme promotes healing of wounds, le- 
sions, bruises and swelling; also used 
during cataract eye surgery. 


Spinal cord la » aource °* cholester- 


ol used In preparation of sex hormone 
products. 


Stomach Is the source of rennet 


which is added to infants' diets to aid 
digestion. 


This list is only partial. There are 


many more chemicals and drugs de- 
rived from the non-meat parts of beef, 
sheep and pigs. 


Research chemicals: closely associ- 


ated with Pharmaceuticals, various 
research chemicals obtained from 
livestock are used to develop new 
medical treatments, to provide stan- 
dard measurements for research 
work, and to permit various research- 
work to be conducted. 


FOODS: MEAT includes not only 


the "red meat" portions of cattle, but 
also the "variety meats" such as liv- 
er, kidneys, brains, tripe, sweet- 
breads, tongue, ox Joints and fries. 
By-products of livestock and meat 
processing are also used in the pro- 
duction of other foods. 


Edible animal fats are used in the 


production and processing of blend- 
type shortenings, bakery products, 
confections, casing products, chewing 
gum, gylcerine and margarines. 


Protein concentrates for human 


use can be processed from various an- 
imal byproducts. 


Animal feeds and concentrates, al- 


though not edible by humans, can be 
produced from livestock processing 
and an recycled to feed other ani- 
mals.

Fish prices that have been moving 


upward in recent years may eventual- 
ly start down, says Murry P. Berger, 
president of the National Fisheries In- 
stitute in Washington, B.C. 


Berger's expectations are based on 


recent Senate passage of a bill to ex- 
tend the present 12-mile limit of 
American fishing waters to-206 miles. 


When the law takes effect, probably 


hi two years, American commercial 
fishermen expect to catch more fish, 
because they won't have) to compete, 
with foreign fleets that current law, 
permits within 12 miles of the U.S. 
shore. Some break the law by fishing 
even closer to our shores. 


"FOREIGN 'VESSELS take 7.5 bil- 


lion pounds of fish and seafood from 
our waters every year," he said. "Our 
d o m e s t i c fleets take 3.5 billion 
pounds." 


Berger, who also is president of a 


frozen food packing and manufac- 
turing company, holds no hope 'that 
our own catch ever will be large' 
enough to compete with, meat on a 
regular basis. 


"It takes a lot more energy to catch 


a pound'of fish or seafood than it does 
to raise a pound of beef," he said. He 
estimated that a fishing boat burns 60 


• cents worth of diesel fuel to catch one 
pound of shrimp. 


Berger 'also estimated that one 


pound of medium shrimp for which a 
fisherman-receives about $2.70 cash 
costs $3.99 a pound by the time you 
take it from a supermarket food 
freezer to the checkout counter. He 
said more than One-third of the retail 
price represents several •different 


middlemen performing as many dif- 
ferent functions. 


THE FISHERMAN sells his raw 


catch to a packing house, who sells to 
a processor, who freezes the shrimp 
in their shells or cleans and breads 
them for sale to chain stores or in- 
stitutions (a term including restau- 
rants, airlines," passenger rail sys- 
' terns, hospitals, prisons and company 
lunchrooms) and cafeterias. Proces- 
sors also sell to distributors who sell 
to retailers. • . 
' 
- 


Shrimp remains America's most 


popular seafood. The annual per per- 
son consumption is a-record'2.6 
pounds, raw weight. Edible weight is 
l.S pounds, which is more than double 
that of 1950. 


Other nations also are eating more 


shrimp. In Berger's view, that is part 
of the problem. For example, greater 
affluence abroad has increased Ja- 
pan's annual consumption to more 
than 140 million pounds, all of it im- 
ported. Eight to 10 million pounds of 
those imports are American. 


Berger also estimated that more 


than half of last year's estimated U.S. 
shrimp supply of 435 million pounds 
had to be imported: 233 million 
pounds, compared to a domestic catch 
of 202 million pounds. 


He said American shrimpboat own- 


ers want quotas established on shrimp 
imports. "They are fearful of being 
foroed out of business by foreign com- 
petition." 


BERGER'S INDUSTRY 'association 


thinks quotas would make the situ- 
ation worse. He blames the shrinking 
catch primarily on the tendency of 
shrimp to migrate from one breeding 


ground to another. 


Robert H. Wilbur, NFI director of 


communications, agreed: "Domestic 
shrimp waters are being fished at or 
above maximum. Quotas would in- 
crease the cost to the consumer. Sup- 
plies of imports are decreasing, and 
prices go up on what does come in." 


Berger is pessimistic about the out- 


look for increasing catches of fresh 
water fish, such as perch and catfish. 
He said fresh water fish production is 
small, and he expects it to shrink still 


more as pollution of lakes and rivers 
continues. 


"We're getting more aquaculture 


(pond-raising of seafood), but we're 
five to 10 years away from mass-pro- 
duction that will bring lower prices," 
he said. He added that pond-raising of 
trout has been successful for years, 
and experiments with pond-raised 
shrimp in the south have yielded ex- 
cellent quality. "The problem is quan- 
tity — they are very expensive."

Division of Nutritional Sciences, Corn- 
ell University In Ithaca, N.Y., said 
tome are suspect for various reasons, 
including difficulty with seating. She 
•aid most people are finding lids 
made with plastic products, such as 
Plasto Products' Plast-o-Top, ques- 
tionable. She said tests with Jar Lid 
Brand from Jar Lid Co., New York 
City, revealed no way of identifying a 
•ate seal by sound or looks. 


Prof. Klippstein also said two Mik- 


It Corp. lids failed to vent In lab tests, 
and bowed and buckled. She said 
stainless steel lids from Rockwell In- 
ternational were more difficult to use 
than conventional lids, and one out of 
three failed to seal in lab tests. 


She said no problems in lab tests 


were found with Kerr two-part lids, 
any Ball Bros, lids, Bernardin's U.S.- 
made Golden Color Lids, Owens-IllI- 
nois's Magic Button, Anchor-Hock- 
Ing's four types and Poly-Bac Mason 
Jar lids, a New Zealand import. She 
added that some Americans who 
brought Ber-Nardln's Silver-Colored 
lids in Canada last year reported 
quality control poor and some sealing 
failures, and Torque-Rite lids tested 
all right^but great delays occurred in 
filling mail orders.

displaced irons as the best selling 
small home appliance last year, 
when sales topped 10 million. But cof- 
fee consumption has dropped 28 per 
cent since 1982. 


Yet coffee merchant Joel Schaplra 


of upstate Ancramdale, N.Y., Is, opti- 
mistic about the future of the coffee 
industry because estimates of cof- 
feemaker sales in 1975 show 6.5 mil- 
, lion drip machines, compared with 3.5 
million percolators. 


Experts, including Schaplra, blame 


the decline of coffee drinking mainly 
on poor brewing systems (primarily 
percolators), and rising coffee prices 
caused by bad weather in Brazil and 
political turmoil in African coffee- 
growing areas. They say Importers 
and manufacturers pinch pennies by 
using high-yielding but lower quality 
beans in mass-market blends. 


IN mo, per capita consumption of 


coffee per day in the United States 
was 2.38 cups, said the Pan-American 
Coffee Bureau. By 1965, it had risen to 
2.75 cups; but by the end of last year, 
it had dropped to an estimated 2.20 
cups. 


At the same time, the IEA Council 


of the U.S.A., Inc. says annual per ca- 
pita tea consumption rose from 162 
cups in 1965 to an estimated 194 cups- 
last year. 


Despite the coffee statistics, Scha- 


pira said coffee sales are thriving at 
both his family's retail coffee and tea 
store in New York City's Greenwich 
Village and his new wholesale estab- 
lishment in rural Columbia County. 


Schapira, 29, sees growing interest 


among young people in fresh-roasted 
coffees, and disenchantment with "the 
boring insipidity of mass market 
teas." 


He is particularly critical of spiced 


blends of teas. 


"1 SEE NO REASON why tea has to 


taste like soda," he said. "Young 
people have missed the fact that Kee- 
mun from Mainland China has a great 
deal to offer without spices and herbs 
added." 


(Keemun often is sold as English 


breakfast tea.) 


"Premium brands of canned ground 


coffee and some supermarket blends 
used to be pretty good," he said. A 
recent tasting changed his mind. He 
conducted the tasting prior to publica- 
tion of "The Story of Coffee and Tea" 
(St. Martin's), a book he wrote with 
his older brother, Karl, and their fa- 
ther, David. 


The book contains history, legends, 


shopping advice and a few recipes for 
coffee, tea and herbal teas. 


SATO SCHAPIRA, "There's no such 


thing ai, an all-purpose (coffee) grind. 
You must use the right particle size 
for the brewing cycle to release the 
flavor, body, and aroma. If it is too 
coarse for the paper filter method, 
there's less turface area, less time for 
water to remain in contact with the 
grounds. Too fine a grind takes too 
long to filter, and makes bitter cof- 
fee." 


For strong coffee, he suggests using 


more ground coffee than the industry- 
recommended Approved Coffee Mea- 
sure of two tablespoons to each six 
ounces of freshly drawn water. 


"If you like a mild-flavored blend, 


make regular strength coffee and add 
hot water as you would with tea." 


He sid small households should buy 


small quantities and store both tea 
and coffee in airtight containers, the 
tea at room temperature and coffee 
beans in glass containers in the freez- 
er or refrigerator, to be ground as 
needed on a day-by-day basis. 


HE RECOMMENDS refrigerating 


only a few days' supply of ground cof- 
fee at a time: frequent removal of 
frozen coffee to room temperature 
causesjcoodensation on the heans and 


. deterioration. 


Schapira said an electric blender 


can substitute for a special coffee 
grinder if the blender base can use 
special one-cup size blender jars. He 
advises against a standard, large 
blender container beause it's so large 
it grinds beans unevenly, resulting in 
too bttte or too much surface ex- i 
posure to water in the brewing pro- 
cess. 


Although purists disapprove, he In- 


sists that a chrome or stainless steel 
tea ball Is an acceptable gadget for 
brewing a good cup of tea. "It has the 
very good effect of Isolating spent tea 
leaves from the brew. But It has to be 
big enough to allow the leaves to 
swell." He said aluminum Is not too 
good because It can affect flavor.

Sandwich-making \ 
It's more than peanut butter and jelly 


by BARBARA LADD 


For people, like myself, who exist 


on peanut butter and jelly sandwiches 
(or lunch, a recent demonstration on 
sandwich-making was a revelation. 


There was no peanut butter. Nor 


were there sticky jars of jelly on any 
of the tables. Instead, persons attend- 
ing the Cooperative Extension Service 
demonstration at Rolling Meadows 
saw the sandwich-lovers' dream — 
Cheese Caraway Loaves, Hot Ham 
and Cheese sandwiches, Stromboli 
(pizza-like sandwiches) and innumer- 
able party sandwiches. 


Hot or cold, for breakfast, lunch, 


dinner or bedtime snacks, there was 
something to please nearly everyone. 


DOROTHY LANDGRAF, Extension 


home economics adviser of Cook 
County, gave the two-hour presenta- 
tion. And she spoke out of experience. 


The mother of four bous, she said 


she once sent them to school five days 
a week with cold sandwiches. By the 
weekend they regarded a sandwich as 
"an insult," she said. "So I started 
experimenting with the hot kind." 


In a handout, she explained that the 


snack or meal we know as a sandwich 
got its name from John Montague, the 
fourth Earl of Sandwich, England. 
Legend has it that he was a gambler 
who became so involved in a card 
game one evening that he refused to 
stop for dinner. Instead, he ordered 
his meat put between two slices of 
bread. His acquaintances then began 
asking for "The same as Sandwich " 


Since then, sandwiches have grown 


in popularity, with particular con- 
sumer interest showing now. 


"A lof of'people, are thinking of nu- 


trition and cost today,'" Mrs. Land- 
graf said. "Instead of serving a snack 
like cake or cookies, they're turning 
to sandwiches." 
• 


NUTRITIONALLY, sandwiches are 


a bargain, she said. Homemakers 
"shouldn't feel guilty about serving a 
sandwich for dinner instead of the 
separate piles of meat, potatoes and 
vegetables." 


If a person had one sandwich for 


dinner which contained ham, cheese 
and bread, he would be getting one- 
fourth of the protein he needs in a 
day. He also would get 36 per cent of 
his needed calcium, 15 per cent of the 
iron, 13 per cent of the vitamin A and 
all sorts of B vitamins, Mrs. Landgraf 
said. 


Sandwiches are also convenient in 


terms of do-ahead entertaining. Most 


of the time homemakers can concoct 
the sandwich several hours before 
guests arrive and simply take the 
food from the refrigerator, heat it, if 
necessary, and serve. 


However, there are some concerns 


to be wary of when serving sand- 
wiches, said Mrs. Landgraf. Bacteria 
and food poisoning are the big ones. 


SHE CALLED the problem the 


"brown-bag blues," and said what 
many people call« "queasy stomach" 
could actually be food poisoning. The 
bacteria-carrying culprits and may- 
onnaise, seafood, poultry and ham. 
Therefore, sandwiches like egg salad, 
ham salad, tuna -salad or numerous 
other popular ones are potentially 
harmful 


There are three ways to prevent 


brown bag blues, she said The first is 
to freeze the sandwich in an airtight 
bag, put it into the lunchbox or paper 
bag while frozen and let it thaw 
through the morning 


A second way is to freeze the bread, 


put the filling on the frozen bread and 
let the bread thaw in the morning in 
the sack while keeping the filling cool. 


A third way is to make the sand- 


wich the night before, put the sand- 
wich, the wrappings and the sack in 
the refrigerator and pull it out just 
before leaving 


If none of these methods is work- 


able for a particular lifestyle, she sug- 
gested omitting the problem foods and 
concentrating on safe things — like 
peanut butter and jelly, hard and dry 
cheeses and maybe a hard sausage 
(not the luncheon meats). 


WHEN MAKING sandwiches for a 


group, store the food in the refrig- 
erator until the last minute. Never 
cover with a damp cloth, she said. 
The added moisture will encourage 
growth of some bacteria. 


If homemakers want to freeze sand- 


wiches, they should not use egg salad 
or sliced hard cooked eggs since 
freezing toughens egg whites Lettuce, 
watercress or tomatoes should not be 
frozen, and mayonnaise, salad dress- 
ing or jelly should not be used either 


However, Mrs. Landgraf said she 


occasionally spreads a "very thin" 
layer of mayonnaise on sandwiches to 
be frozen, and it works okay General- 
ly, large amounts of it and jelly tend 
to separate when frozen. 


She said that each sandwich should 


be wrapped separately in moisture- 
vapor-proof material, sealed and la- 
beled before freezing. It should be 
used in a month's time and thawed in 
its wrappings.

While disseminating all this infor- 


mation, she was busy making sand- 


wiches, from fancy to familiar.

Baking is Madoline Webb's favorite 


culinary activity. She likes to try all, 
types of recipes, revising some to suit 
heir family's taste. 


Her husband, Allen's, favorite is a 


cake which he has -loved since child- 
hood. Handed down from Ms grand- 
mother, who lives in Pennsylvania, it 
is a solid, moist spice cake with a 
definite molasses flavor. Baked'in a 
tube or bundt pan, it is good served 
plain or may be sprinkled with con- 
fectioners' sugar. 


Brown Sugar Cake, from Madeline's 


mother, is another popular dessert. 
Baked in an oblong pan, it is light and 
delicate in both flavor and texture. 
Madoline frosts it with a butter cream 
icing. 


ALTHOUGH BOTH cakes are en- 


tirely different, they are always 
greeted with approval when Madoline 
makes them for club meetings, family 
gatherings or pot lucks. They also 
make a big hit with the Webbs' two 
children. 


Because cinnamon is Allen's favor- 


ite spice, Madoline revised a coffee 
cake recipe to please him. Allen en- 
joys it so much that he often rises 
early on a Saturday morning to bake 
it himself. 


The basic baking powder batter has 


a crunchy topping flavored with 
brown sugar, cinnamon, coconut or 
chopped nuts. During the baking, the 
topping tends to sink into the cake, 
making an appealing taste.

Madoline and Allen enjoy collecting 
antiques/Madeline works part-time at 
Carson's, and in her spare time she 
likes to sew.

Walk Into Buffalo Grove High 


School wearing a suit, coat and tie 
and the question is inevitable. 


"Hey mister, are you with the Se- 


cret Service?" the students ask. 


True to its name, the Secret Service 


doesn't say much about its work in 
advance of President Ford's cam- 
paign appearance at Buffalo Grove 
High School Friday night. 


EVEN SCHOOL officials say they 


do not know a lot about what goes 
on. 


"It's a little bit like watching a 


phantom. They come and just like 
that, they're gone," says Bill Warner, 
a High School Dist. 214 administrator 


who toured the ultra-modern high 
school building with 15 government 
agents Monday. 


"But thorough — that doesn't begin 


to say it. They know more about that 
building than the architect," Warner 
says. 


The story of Ford's visit began to 


unfold last Thursday when Clarence 
Miller, Buffalo Grove High School 
principal, got a phone call asking 
whether he could clear the school 
calendar for Friday night's event. 


Only a choir practice and a church 


supper had to be rescheduled. 


"RIGHT AWAY we ran into the 


problem of where to find band music 
for 'Hail to the Chief,'" Miller says.

The White House asked if the Buffalo 
Grove' High School band could play 
the President's anthem in the gymna- 
sium where Ford is scheduled to ap- 
pear.

"On Sunday, the White House staff

"They thought the school 
was adequate, very satisfactory (for 
' the presidential visit)." 


On Monday, the White House ar- 


rived in force; 15 to 20 agents moved 
through the school's wide halls. 


"THEY'RE REAL experts. Each 


man has a job to do. They check Out 


_ their assignments and then huddle to- 


gether with the chief of the team. I 


stood very much in awe of what was 
happening," Miller says. 


Two Secret Service agents explored 


the school all night Tuesday, he says, 
"looking into lockers and checking out 
air vents." 


Agents were back again Wednesday 


morning, and are expected to continue 
their surveillance through Friday 
night. 


At the Buffalo Grove Fire Station, 


Chief Wayne Winter says he expects 
his paramedic teams will be on stand- 
by during the Ford visit, but he had 
not been contacted on Wednesday.

Carter - Dems 4conf ident underdog'

Carter said he "neve? thought Wall-

cratic ticket. He has never been a vi- 
able, possible candidate to ever be 
elected president. 


"He will make a major effort to re- 


deem himself next week. I am not 
running an anti-Wallace campaign, 
and I have no fear of Gov. Wallace," 
Carter said.

Des Plaines officials have charged 


the Regional Transportation Authority 
has failed to adequately promote the 
city's intracity bus system, resulting 
in poor ridership. 


Aid. George Olen, 2nd, chairman of 


the city's special transportation com- 
mittee, and Aid. John Seitz, 7th, a 
committee member, said the RTA has 
not followed through with advertising 
campaigns and mailing of bus sched- 
ules, maps, and free bus passes to ac- 
quaint riders with the new service. 


"I don't know where those sched- 


ules and free passes are," Seitz said. 
"I'm disturbed because they have not 
been mailed to the, residents." 


SEITZ SAID he also believes the 


RTA's newspaper advertising of the 
new bus routes has been inadequate 
since they were started Dec. 1. 


"I've seen one ad for the new ser- 


vice in a newspaper since it was start- 
ed," he said. "Their marketing effort 
has been less than adequate for the 
advertising of a new product." 


Olen and Seitz said that unless ad- 


vertising and promotional programs 
for the system are stepped up, rider- 
ship will not increase enough to jus- 
tify bus service. 


"After the system has operated six 


months we're going to be threatened 
with the loss of bus service when they 
(RTA) haven't even mailed out the 
schedules," Seitz said. 


THE NEW SYSTEM, comprised of 


four bus routes, is funded by the RTA 
and operated by the North Suburban 
Mass Transit District (NORTRAN). 


Steven Forsyth, public information 


officer for the RTA, Wednesday dis- 
puted the charges about the lack of 
advertising. He said the RTA has con- 
ducted two 8-week advertising cam- 
paigns since December. 


"During those periods we have ad- 


vertised every week in almost every 
local paper in the NORTRAN area," 
he said. "We also have distributed 
about 250,000 timetables in the NOR- 
TRAN area." 


He said about 10,000 maps of the 


new bus routes along with schedules 
and passes good for a free bus ride 
were mailed by the RTA to Des 
Plaines residents last week, but that 
many have not yet been delivered. 


"THEY'VE BEEN sent to the post 


office, but because they are going by 
third-class mail they are delivered 
when the post office gets to them," he 
said. "It's cheaper to send something 


by third-class mail, but as a result it 
is given a low priority and has to 
wait." 


He said the free passes are set to 


expire March 15, but that the RTA 
will extend them until July 15. The 
RTA also will mail 10,000 more sched- 
ules, maps and free passes to city 
residents this week with the extended 
expiration dates stamped on them, he 
said. 


Although rideiship on the four in- 


tracity bus routes in Des Plaines has 
been increasing slowly, NORTRAN of- 
ficials say it is still far below the 
break-even point. 


NORTRAN, RTA and city officials 


will review the system later this year 
to determine if changes are needed 
and if the service should be continued. 


THE INTRACITY bus system con- 


sists of the following routes: north 
(Route 31); south (Route 30); west 
(Route 32); and southwest (Route 33). 
Buses operate Monday through Satur- 
day from 6 a.m. to 8 p m. 


The bus routes begin and end in the 


vicinity of the Chicago and North 
Western Ry. station in downtown Des 
Plaines. The fare is 45 cents and all 
routes are designed to bring bus ser- 
vice to within six blocks of most 
homes in the city. 


The buses run at 30-minute intervals 


during rush hours and one-hour inter- 
vals at other times. They can be used 
to make connections with regional 
NORTRAN routes that go to O'Hare 
Airport, the Jefferson Park CTA train 
station and other locations in the 
North and Northwest suburbs.

A proposal to use private scavenger 


firms on a trial basis in Des Plaines 
will be considered tonight by the city 
council's sanitation committee. 


City officials are considering replac-

bage pickup in 1974, $360,000 in 1975, 
and is expected to lose a similar 
amount this year unless changes are 
made.

Aid. Patrick Brannigan, 4th, chair-

west sides. 


The plan calls for the westside scav- 


enger to pick up trash for the 2,400 
city residences west of Mount Pros- 
pect Road. The southside scavenger 
would make pickups at 2,400 homes 
between Oakton Street and Higgins 
Road, and River Road and Mannheim 
Road. 


Under the plan, the city would con- 


tinue to pick up trash from 8,500 
homes in the central part of the city. 


THE CITY HAS received proposals 


from five scavenger firms whose 
monthly rates range from $2.69 to 
$4.90 per household for one pickup a 


week. City residents now pay $3 a 
month for one pickup a week. 


The Assn. of Independent Municipal 


Employes, which represents the city's 
28 sanitation workers, opposes the 
proposal to hire private scavengers. 
Union officials said they do not be- 
lieve such a move will save money for 
the city, and have suggested the city 
eliminate some supervisory positions 
and take other measures to improve 
the efficiency of the sanitation depart- 
ment. 


Joseph Schwab, commissioner of 


public works, said if the city hires two 
scavenger firms, it would eliminate 
the need for three of its nine garbage 
trucks and six sanitation employes.

If we get it after the 
fact, I want to nip it in the bud," he 
said. 


SKINNER SAID recently a subur-

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Wheeling circus ticket OK illegal? 


Wheeling Village Trustees apparent- 


ly violated the Illinois Open Meeting 
Act by approving the purchase of 
$7,000 in circus tickets without a pub- 
lic meeting. 


According to Illinois statutes, the 


actions of public bodies must "be tak- 
en openly and that their deliberations 
be conducted openly " The decision to 
purchase the tickets was made after 
Thomas Markus, assistant village 
manager, conducted a telephone sur- 
vey of village trustees. 


Village trustees also apparently vio- 


lated state law by discussing Wheel- 
ing's legal responsibility to purchase 


the circus tickets during an executive 
session Monday. 


Trustee Otis L Hedlund said board 


members only discussed "the liability 
of the ticket sales We asked the attor- 
ney to give us a report on how we 
stand" 


Under the Open Meetings Act, exec- 


utive sessions may only be held to dis- 
cuss negotiations, acquisition of real 
estate, appointments and dismissals 
of officers or employes or pending liti- 
gation. 


The board is expected to take for- 


mal action on the ticket purchase at 
the village board meeting Monday 
night. 


mission, said, "The village is going to 
have to eat the tickets anyhow, so we 
should have a full house at the circus. 


"It's a shame to throw away a 


whole batch of tickets. The indications 
are we could possibly be held respon- 
sible for the tickets. The Shriners 
could have an argument although we 
would never know until we got to 
court," he said. 


Trustee Gil Monoson said there was 


a "question where the responsibility 
lies" for sale of the tickets. 


"We were asked what we wanted 


done with the 2,000 empty seats. The 
consensus was to give the tickets away 
and ask for contributions," he said. 


MONOSON SAID HE felt the cir- 


cus performance will be "a success if 
we get 4,000 residents together under 
the same roof. 


"I feel the circus is like the other 


Bicentennial events — it's part of an 
over-all movement to bring people in 
the village together. Whether we 
make money or not is immaterial." 


Monoson said the Bicentennial com- 


mission and village board may have 
been "faulty" in their assessment of 
the economic situation. He said the 
$350 price of the ticket may have 
been too expensive for village resi- 
dents. 


"If Kathi Bellwoar (Bicentennial 


commission chairman) is guilty of 
anything, it's probably of being too 
optimistic. There's nothing wrong 
with that," he said. 


MONOSON ADDED that proceeds 


of the ticket sales "goes to crippled 
children." 


Village Pres Ted C Scanlon said 


he did not vote in the telephone poll 
but would have agreed to the village 
purchasing the tickets if "it meant a 
legal battle with the Shriners" 
Trustees William Hem, Charles Kerr

"RIGHT AWAY we ran into the

"On Sunday, the White House staff 


called and asked if two advance men 
could meet me at the school," Miller 
continues. "They thought the school 
was adequate, very satisfactory (for 
the presidential visit)." 


On Monday, the White House ar- 


rived in force; 15 to 20 agents moved 
through the school's wide halls,

stood very-much in awe of what was 
happening," Miller says. 


Two Secret Service agents explored

Twenty-one subcontractors won bids 


totaling $508,028 for the proposed two- 
story Wheeling town hall at 1620 N. 
Arlington Heights Rd. 


However, start of construction may 


be delayed "up to 60 days and cost 
$30,000 more" in light of a possible 
Illinois ordinance requiring public 
buildings financed with federal money 
to be equipped with an elevator. 


Bennett .Trapani of Trapani Con- 


struction Inc., Mt. Prospect, the build- 
ing's general contractors, advised the 
Wheeling Township Board of Auditors 
to award as many bids as possible un- 
til the ordinance is found and studied. 


The auditors held bids for hardware 


and carpentry, and reserved judg- 
ment on bids for landscaping, carpet- 
ing, appliances and folding partitions. 


JAMES MICHAEL Ray, the build- 


ing's architect, told the board his 
plans may have to be revised in light 


of the possible Illinois elevator ordi- 
nance. 


Ray said an Arlington Heights vil- 


lage official told him there "might be 
such an ordinance" and he hoped to 
have more information for the board 
by the end of the week. 


The building, originally estimated to 


cost $650,000, is to be financed through 
federal revenue-sharing funds and 
from the $140,000 proceeds of the sale 
of the present town hall at 1818 £. 
Northwest Hwy. 


Ray and Ethel Kolerus, township 


supervisor, assured .the board the 
building had been designed with a 
sloping ramp in the rear to serve as 
both a truck service entry and an en- 
trance for the handicapped. The build-

Jimmy Carter sees self 
as ^confident underdog'

The Democratic Presidential derby 


swung into Illinois in earnest Wednes- 
day with ex-Georgia Gov. Jimmy Car- 
ter projecting himself as a confident, 
underdog in next Tuesday's primary 
election. 


Carter predicted unemployment and 


agriculture would be the Mg issues 
here, adding he "wants to1 finish first 
in the preference vote," but cautioning, 
he could not guarantee a victory. 


Fresh from a victory in the Florida 


primary, Carter joined the man he 
beat in the Sunshine State, Alabama 
Gov. George Wallace, Fred Han-is 
and Sargent Shriver on the campaign 
trail in Illinois. 


CARTER TOLD reporters at a news 


conference at O'Hare Airport that 
Wallace was putting on a very formi- 
dable campaign in Illinois. He added 
Wallace planned to spend about 
$200,000 in the state. A Carter aide 
said their campaign would cost about 
$95,000., 


Carter said he "never thought Wall- 


ace had a chance to be on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. He has never been a vi- 
able, possible candidate to ever be 
elected president. 


"He will make a major effort to re- 


deem himself next week. I am not 
running an anti-Wallace campaign, 
and I have no fear of Gov. Wallace," 
Carter said. 


Carter was critical of Democratic 


officials in New York who are block- 
ing his entry into the April 6 primary 
there.

Vote to decide county home rule 


Lake County voters will go to the 


polls Tuesday to decide whether the 
county should be given home-rule 
powers. 


A similar proposal was defeated in 


1972 when Lake County voters, along 
with voters in eight other Illinois 
counties, rejected home rule. 


The main objection has been the 


taxing power given to home-rule units 
under the 1970 Illinois Constitution. 


"Power to govern means power to 


tax," said Mrs. Ellis Fuqua of the 
League of Women Voters at a recent 
forum. "That's unpopular but true." 


A home-rule unit may not, however, 


license for revenue; impose taxes 
upon income or earnings, or tax oc- 
cupations, 
unless 
the 
legislature 


grants those powers. Nor does home 
rule govern property tax assessments, 
elections or courts. 


BY A THREE-FIFTHS vote in the 


legislature, the Illinois General As- 
sembly may preempt some of the 
counties' rights under home rule. The 
legislature already has preempted the 
counties' right to license certain pro- 
fessions and organizations. 


"If we don't give taxing latitude to 


governmental1 units, we're going to 
get Incremental real estate tax in- 
creases year to year," Jay Smith, 


field coordinator-for, the Urban Coun- 
ties Council, said at the forum. 


Home rule, he said "would allow 


counties to develop revenue sources 
other than the real property tax." 


Cook County, which became a 


home-rule county automatically when 
the constitution was approved, has in- 
stituted taxes on mobile homes, ciga- 
rets, liquor and automobiles. 


Randy Shick, an attorney with the 


Illinois Dept. of Local Government Af- 
fairs, said any proposed tax would re- 
ceive full public hearing. 


"IF WE WERE A home-rule unit, 


the county board could issue more 
than $19 million in general-obligation 
bonds without a referendum. That's a 
little too much," said Robert Magru- 
der of the Lake County Contractors 
Assn. 
' 


According to Stephanie Cole, a re- 


search associate at the Institute of 
Government and Public Affairs, Uni- 
versity of Illinois, 16 of the 87 Illinois 
home-rule units have issued general 
obligation bonds. 


The Constitutional Convention's lo- 


cal government committee declared 
the powers to tax and incur debt "are 
essential if home rule is to enable 
counties and municipalities to per-

• County officials, rather than state 


officials, best know local needs;

Home 
rule would provide some relief; 


• Home rate would give county gov- 


ernments authority they presently 
may not have under Illinois statutes 
to receive federal grants; 


• County home rule would generate 


creative local initiative in problem 
solving; 


• County home rule would increase 


citizen participation at the local level. 


• The county executive, required 


for county home rule, would provide 
visible leadership; 
• Home rule would take adminis- 


trative routine out of legislative coun- 
ty board functions for a more efficient 
operation of county government; 


• The county executive form of gov- 


ernment creates the best system of 
checks and balances because of the 
separation of powers. 


CONS: 


• County governments serve vested 


and parochial interests, and home 
rule would augment the authority of 
those interests; 


• Home rule would conflict with the 


need for uniform performance levels 
on certain programs throughout the 
state; 
, 


• If home rule is approved, the 


county executive candidates would be 


chosen by their central committees 
and, therefore, would be political 
products; 


• There would be serious problems 


in the transition of a county to home 
rule because of abrupt organizational 
changes; 


• The county,home rule expanded 


taxing powers would lead to abuses 
and excess spending; 


• Under the county executive, there 


is the danger of "bossism," with an 
over-concentration of political power; 


• County home rule creates poten- 


tial conflicts between other govern- 
mental units, such as municipalities 
and townships; 


• The entire concept of county 


home rule is full of uncertainties that 
would require court tests for solu- 
tions. 


If home rule is approved in the 


primary, the county central com- 
mittees win select Democratic and 
Republican candidates for county ex- 
ecutive. The office then would be de- 
cided in the November general elec- 
tion. 


Grace Mary Stern, county clerk, 


emphasized that home rule vote would 
not affect anyone else In the election. 
"Anyone who is successful in the 
primary will be on the general elec- 
tion ballot," she said. 


Although the home-rule proposition 


will be included on both the 'Demo- 
cratic and Republican punch card bal- 
lots, a voter need not declare a party 
affiliation to vote on the issue. 


A voter can request -a non-partisan 


ballot that will allow him to vote on 
the home rule question, the Lake 
County Museum tax increase and the 
regional school trustees.

' "There are at least some member 
municipalities here who should be 
well aware of the U S. Attorney's Of- 
fice and some more that may be in 
the future," he said 


FOLLOWING THE meeting, Skin- 


ner said there was an on-going feder- 
al investigation in Schaumburg but de- 
clined to give any details. He also de- 
clined to name other communities that 
may be under federal investigation 


Skinner said he has been encour- 


aged by community reaction in vil- 
lages where investigations have re- 
sulted in indictments. 


"1 thing this is a healthy sign," he 


said. "It shows deep down that there 
is hard-core support for public offi- 
cials to take a vigorous stand against 
corruption." 


He said conference members should 


be prepared to report corruption to 
the U S. Attorney's Office.

primary, Garter joined the man he

Gov. George Wallace, Fred Harris 
and Sargent Shriver on the campaign 
trail in Illinois. 


CARTER TOLD reporters at a news 


conference at O'Hare Airport that 
Wallace was putting on a very formi- 
dable campaign in Illinois. He added 
Wallace planned to spend about 
$200,000 in the state. A Carter aide 
said their campaign would cost about 
$95,000.

Carter said he "never thought Wall- 


ace had a chance to be on the Demo- 


cratic ticket. He has never been a vi- 
able, possible candidate to ever be 
elected president. 


"He will make a major effort to re- 


deem himself next week. I am not 
running an anti-Wallace campaign, 
and I have no fear of Gov.

'Help us 
root out 
corruption'

Northwest suburban officials should 


be ready to help federal investigators 
in future probes of official corruption, 
U.S. 
Atty. Samuel Skinner said 


Wednesday. 


"The federal government will con- 


tinue to be involved in official corrup- 
tion in this area for a long time. You 
can't assume that these problems will 
go away just because of a few prose- 
cutions," Skinner, fold members of the 
Northwest Municipal Conference. 


Skinner said federal investigations 


had resulted in convictions of former 
officials in Wheeling and Hoffman Es- 
tates, both members of the municipal 
conference: 


"There are at least some member 


municipalities here who should be 
well aware of the U.S. Attorney's Of- 
fice and some more that may be in 
the future," he said. 


FOLLOWING THE meeting, Skin- 


ner said there was an on-going feder- 
al investigation in Schaumburg but de- 
clined to give any details. He also de- 
clined to name other communities that 
may be under federal investigation. 


Skinner said he has been encour- 


aged by community reaction in vil- 
lages where investigations have re- 
sulted in indictments. 


"I thing this is a healthy sign," he 


said. "It shows deep down that there 
is hard-core support for public offi- 
cials to take a vigorous stand against 
corruption." 


He said conference members should 


be prepared to report corruption to 
the U.S. Attorney's Office. 


"Most of these problems shouldn't 


reach the level of a federal in- 
vestigation. If we get it after the

The Elk Grove Village Board will 


pay for two-thirds of the cost to repair 
a water well after the village attorney 
has said the village owns the well. 


The village first considered the re- 


pairs to the well, 2790 Lively Blvd., 
several weeks ago, but deferred ac- 
tion until the ownership question was 
answered. 


The repairs are estimated to cost a 


minimum $20,000 with the village 
share being at least $13,333. The other 
third of the cost will be paid by Allan 
Hamilton, former owner of the well 
site. 


THE WELL, which was to produce 


1,000 gallons per minute, was required 
as part of an annexation agreement. 
Officially, the well never was accept- 
ed by the village. However, Village 
Atty. Edward C. Hofert has told the 


board that when it accepted the 
area's annexation it also accepted the 
well as part of the agreement. 


Trustee Nanci L. Vanderweel said 


Hofert also told the board that Ham- 
ilton's offer to pay a third of the cost 
was generous and should not be 
turned down. 


The well did produce 1,000 gallons a 


minute for a short while, said Village 
Mgr. Charles A. Willis, but then me- 
c h a n i c a l problems and sanding 
caused production to drop. The well is 
now down to 350 gallons pet-minute. 


The village in recent weeks also has 


approved repairs to the only well v est 
of 111. Rte. 53, and another well at 1751 
Greenteaf Ave. 


The village hopes to have all three 


wells back at full production before 
the summer's anticipated heavy de- 
mand on the water system.

Elk Grove Village Trustees again 


have deferred a decision on how 
many taxi cab licenses it will issue, 
although the board apparently favors 
having two companies operate within 
the village.

why the board could not issue 200 li- 
censes. The cab companies would only 
take out as many licenses as they 
could operate with profitably, he said

10 licenses were chosen because "this 
is what we feel is the demonstrated 
need at this time." 


The village currently is serviced by 


Elk Grove Village Cab Co. which op- 
erates three cabs, although it could 
operate a maximum of five. Both 
T&D Cab Service of Park Ridge and 
Parkside Cab Co. of Rosemont asked 
the village in December for licenses 
to operate cabs in the village. 


CHARLES ELISCO, president of 


T&D Cab Service, told the board 
Tuesday, "It is our belief the village 
could sustain 16 cabs very easily." 


He said this was based on the vil- 


lage's residential and industrial popu- 
lation, which he estimated to total 
30,000. 


Ellsco said he believed the board 


would be "doing the village harm" if 
|t limited the number of cabs to 10. 


Several^ board members did not

ber recommended the merger study 
be discontinued because of Comr. 
Thomas McGuire's refusal to support 
it. 


"I think we should have the study, 


but I don't think we should waste ev- 
erybody's time until we can more or 
less get agreement on our own 
board," he said. 


The university staff will appear at

Skinner urges officials

be ready to help federal investigators 
in future probes of official corruption, 
U.S. Atty.

"The federal government will con-

You 
can't assume that these problems will 
go away just because of a few prose- 
cutions," Skinner told members of the 
Northwest Municipal Conference. 


Skinner said federal investigations 


had resulted in convictions of former 
officials in Wheeling and Hoffman Es- 
tates, both members of the municipal 
conference. 


"There are at least some member 


municipalities here who should be 
well aware of the U.S. Attorney's Of- 
fice and some more that may be in 
the future," he said. 


FOLLOWING THE meeting, Skin- 


ner said there was an on-going feder-

al investigation in Schaumburg but de- 
clined to give any details. He also de- 
clined to name other communities that 
may be under federal investigation 


Skinner said he has been encour- 


aged by community reaction in vil- 
lages where investigations have re- 
sulted in indictments. 


"I thing this is a healthy sign," he 


said. "It shows deep down that there 
is hard-core support for public offi- 
cials to take a vigorous stand against 
corruption." 


He said conference members should 


be prepared to report corruption to 
the US Attorney's Office. 


"Most of these problems shouldn't 


reach the level of a federal in- 
vestigation 
If we get it after the 


fact, I want to nip it in the bud," he 
said. 


SKINNER SAID recently a subur- 


ban official reported an attempted 
bribe to federal investigators the day 
after it was offered. 


"That's the kind of attitude we have 


to foster," he said. 


Skinner also said another area his 


office will be active in investigating 
involves equal employment opportu- 
nities. Skinner's office currently has 
civil rights suits in federal court in- 
volving the Chicago police and fire de- 
partments.

CARTER TOLD reporters at a news 


conference at O'Hare Airport that 
Wallace was putting on a very formi- 
dable campaign in Illinois. He added 
Wallace planned to spend about 
$200,000 in the state. A Carter aide 
said their campaign would cost about 
$95,000. 


Carter said he "never thought Wall- 


ace had a chance to be on the Demo- 
cratic ticket. He has never been a vi- 
able, possible candidate to ever be 
elected president. 


"He will make a major effort to re- 


deem himself next week. I am not 
running an anti-Wallace campaign, 
and I have no fear of Gov. Wallace." 
Carter said.

"I thing this is a healthy sign," he 


said. "It shows deep down that there 
is hard-core support for public offi- 
cials to take a vigorous stand against 
corruption." 


He said conference members should 


be prepared to report corruption to 
the U.S. Attorney's Office. 


"Most of these problems shouldn't 


reach the level of a federal in- 
vestigation. If we get it after the 
fact, I want to nip it in the bud," he 
said. 


SKINNER SAID recently a subur- 


ban official reported an attempted 
bribe to federal investigators the day 


after it was offered. 


"That's the kind of attitude we have 


to foster," he said. 


Skinner also said another area his 


office will be active in investigating 
involves equal employment opportu- 
nities. Skinner's office currently has 
civil rights suits in federal court in- 
volving the Chicago police and fire de- 
partments.

rate Increases proposed by Citizens 
Utilities Co.

Twenty-one subcontractors won bids 


totaling $508,028 for the proposed two- 
story Wheeling town hall at 1620 N. 
Arlington Heights Rd. 


However, start of construction may 


be delayed "up to 60 days and cost 
$30,000 more" in light of a possible 
Illinois ordinance requiring public 
buildings financed with federal money 
to be equipped with an elevator. 


Bennett Trapani of Trapani Con- 


struction Inc., Mt. Prospect, the build- 
ing's general 'contractors, advised the 
Wheeling Township Board of Auditors 
to award as many bids as possible un- 
til the ordinance is found and studied. 


The auditors held bids for hardware 


and carpentry, and reserved judg- 
ment on bids for landscaping, carpet- 
ing, appliances and folding partitions. 


JAMES MICHAEL Ray, the build- 


ing's architect, told the board his 
plans may have to be revised in light 
of the possible Illinois elevator ordi- 
nance. 


Ray said an Arlington Heights vil- 


lage official told him there "might be 
such an ordinance" and he hoped to 
have more Information for the board 
by the end of the week. 


The building, originally estimated to 


cost $660.000, is to be financed through 
federal revenue-sharing funds and 
from the $140,000 proceeds of the sale 
of the present town hall at 1818 E. 
Northwest Hwy. 


Ray and Ethel Kolerus, township 


supervisor, assured the board the 
building had been designed with a 
sloping ramp in the rear to serve as 
both a truck service entry and an en- 
trance for the handicapped. The build- 
ing's design also calls for a special 
conference room where handicapped 
persons could be interviewed by social 
service agencies, which will be housed 
in either the basement or on the sec- 
ond floor. 


THE AUDITORS also appointed a 


special building committee to decide 
policy questions among the building's 
occupants, such as color of wall paint 
and installation of sound systems. 


The auditors also approved a $10,000 


contingency fund at their Wednesday 
night meeting. 


The new town hall will contain 


about 7,300 square feet of space on 
each of its two floors. The first floor 
will house township offices and a mul- 
tipurpose room that can be divided 
into three sections. 


The second floor will have space for 


Northwest Mental Health Assn., Shel- 
ter Inc., and the Salvation Army's 
Community Counseling Center. 


The basement will house mechani- 


cal operations for the building, offices 
for Omni-House: Youth Services Bu- 
reau, storage space for the Arlington 
Heights Nurses Club, an area for the 
Women's Club of Arlington Heights to 
collect and sort books for its annual 
sale, a lunch room for township em- 
ployes and a room with duplicating 
equipment.

we'd be able to stop them, but we

owners at the annual meeting of the 
Euclid-Lake Assn. 


The utility company, serving some 


2,350 homes in the northwest section 
of the village, has filed for a 70 per 
cent increase in water rates and a 
doubling of sewer charges. 


TEICHERT SAID THE village is 


committed to fight the rate request 
now before the Illinois Commerce 
Commission, noting similar action has 
been taken in the past. 


"The last time we acted in behalf of 


the people in this area it cost the vil- 
lage somewhere in the neighborhood 
of $20,000, which is a substantial sum 
of money," he said. 


If the village purchases the Citizens 


Utilities system, Teichert said resi- 
dents could expect less frequent rate 
increases. He said, however; there is 
only a 50-50 chance the proposed pur- 
chase will ever become a reality. 


Teichert said Citizens Utilities is 


asking $14 million for the system, 
while a village • engineering study 
shows the present rate structure could 
carry only a $5 million purchase 
price. 


"It's a very large sum of money. 


It's very hard to pay off, and I'm not 
sure it is worth that figure," Teichert 
said of the $14 million price. 


RESIDENTS IN THE AREA prob- 


ably would be specially assessed to 
cover anything above the $5 million 
figure, Teichert said. 


The mayor said the village has 


hired attorneys to figure out a likely 
purchase price if the village wants to 
condemn the system. "Our interest is 
in finding a figure that will be upheld 
in court," he said. 


A report from the attorneys is due 


in 30 to 45 days, and Teichert said the 
board then probably would study the 
matter for two to three months. 


Before any decision is made to pur- 


chase the system, Teichert said the 
village will consult the customers who 
will have to pay for the acquisition. 


He said if a majority of residents 


favor the purchase, it will take anoth- 
er two to three years in court for con- 
demnation proceedings to be made fi- 
nal. 


"It doesn't come easy," Teichert 


said of any condemnation effort.

among commissioners. 


Comr. George Grulke led the oppo- 


sition to the designation of Kennicott 
Avenue in that area as an "improved 
collector street."

Northwest suburban officials should 


be ready to help federal investigators 
in future probes of official corruption,

"The federal government will con- 


tinue to be involved in official corrup- 
tion in this area for a long time. You 
can't assume that these problems will 
go away just because of a few prose- 
cutions," Skinner told members of the 
Northwest Municipal Conference. 


Skinner said federal investigations 


had resulted in convictions of former 
officials in Wheeling and Hoffman Es- 
tates, both members of the municipal 
conference. 


"There are at least some member 


municipalities here who should be 
well aware of the U.S. Attorney's Of- 
fice and some more that may be in 
the future," he said. 


FOLLOWING THE meeting, Skin- 


ner said there was an on-going feder- 
al investigation in Schaumburg but de- 
clined to give any details. He also de- 
clined to name other communities that 
may be under federal investigation.. 


Skinner said he has been encour- 


aged by community reaction in vil- 
lages where investigations have re- 
sulted in indictments. 


"I thing this is a healthy sign," he 


said. "It shows deep down that there 
is hard-core support for public offi- 
cials to take a vigorous stand against 
corruption." 


He said conference members should 


be prepared to report corruption to 
the U.S. Attorney's Office. 


"Most of these problems shouldn't 


reach the level of a federal in- 
vestigation. If we get it after the 
fact, I want to nip it in the bud," he 
said.
